Well I'd heard about CL1 from a coupla people and after checking 'em out on My Space decided that I'd 
like to feature 'em in the 'zine .. so I got in touch with guitarist Sam and here's the end result . . . read and 
enjoy people !! .. 

Right Sam lets start at the beginning mate , when did CL1 form and what made you start the band in 
the first place ? 

Well the idea that became CL1 started in the Summer of 2003 when I ran into Eric , who I hadn't really 
seen or talked to in a few years , out and about one night. We started talking over a few beers and he said 
he wanted to start a band and that he already had a name picked out and was just looking for some 
players. The timing was perfect because I was looking for a band or to start something myself. So we 
stayed in touch and started writing some songs and then we started looking for the rest of the band. Eric 
had a friend Mark , who he'd worked with before , so we got in touch with him to play bass and we 
found our drummer Jenn through a friend of mine. We got everything together by the end of October 
and hit the stage for the first time on November 29 th 2003. 

Had any of you been in bands previous to joining/ forming CL1 ? 

We'd all been in and out of bands for years. I could give you a list of band names but I don't think 
anybody would recognise any of them so I won't waste your space , with one exception , our Jenn was an 
original member of Broadzilla out of Detroit. 

Where d the name come from ? And does CL1 stand for anything ? 

Like I mentioned before Eric had the name picked out when we first talked. CL1 came from the password 
for the computer on his line at work and it stands for C. Line 1 st shift. He thought it just kind of had a 
nice ring to it and we both agreed it was a nice representation of our blue collar working class lives so it 
stuck ! 

Whats the current line up of the band ? Has it changed since the band started out ? 

Well we ve been through some changes in the last 3 years and are about to undergo another one soon , 



But right now our line up consists of me and Eric on guitar and vocals , as it's always been , Bob on the 
drums and Christopher on bass. 

How long have you been into Punk/Oi!/HC and what got you into it in the first place ? 

Well I got into Punk/Hardcore before I even really knew anything about what it was. Like 14/15 years 
ago a friend of mines older brother introduced us to bands like The Ramones and The Sex Pistols along 
with The Misfits , Suicidal Tendencies and Black Flag. He was in his mid 20's and we were in our mid 
teens. Then like a year after that I had a wrestling coach who had grown up in the Cleveland scene in the 
80's who found out I liked Punk and asked if I had a record player. So one day he brought me in this 
stack of records , all old school Punk and Hardcore , bands like The Exploited , Dead Kennedys ,. Circle 
Jerks , G.B.H. , D.R.I. , GG and the list goes on .. after that I was hooked ! You've got to understand I'm 
from a small town south of Toledo where , when I was young it was all hair metal , country and some hip 
hop so when I heard these bands I was blown away that this kind of music was out there. Then it was a 
while after that when I first heard Oi! , I had heard a little bit while I was living in Pittsburgh in the mid 
90 s but most of it was local and I just didn't know what it was all about. So once again a friend of mine 
stepped up to educate me. He was a skin from Detroit and knew I liked old school Punk and Hardcore 
and one day he busted out this old comp. "UK Oi! Chart Busters" , he popped the tape in and it changed 
my life ! It had all the greats on it The Business , Cock Sparrer , The 4 Skins , Angelic Upstarts , The 
Ejected .. and well you get the idea. Those 3 guys introduced me to so much music and everytime I was 
introduced to something new , I just kept tracking down more and more bands from the ones they 
turned me onto. 

What kinda things do you sing about ? Who writes the lyrics and where do the ideas for 'em come 
from? 

Eric and I write all the lyrics at this point. We sing about a little bit of everything. Stories from the past , 
our lives now , work life , friends and family and sometimes drinking. We just write and sing about our 
lives. All the different things we've seen and done from all the different aspects. 

Have you got a favourite CL1 track ? If so which one and why ? 

Well I like them all but right now I'm really into "Work Hard , Die Young" and "Here Come The Boots". 
With both songs the lyrics and the music really speak to me and mean a lot and people at the shows seem 
to really like them too so that just adds some extra punch to them , "419" is also a fave , you've got to 
represent where you're from ! 

What bands do you listen to and which would you say influence CLl's sound/attitude ? 

That s a HUGE list. Right now I ve been listening to a lot of Blood For Blood. The Hudson Falcons are 
amazing and so are Discipline. Other bands are like Rancid , The Dropkick Murphys , The U.S. 
Roughnecks , of course Cock Sparrer , Social Distortion , Johnny Cash , The Ramones .. man this list 
could go on forever. I've also been hooked on those world wide tributes to real Oi! comps, lately. I'd say 
they're all influences in one way or another. I tell you though who's attitude and philosophy we really 
like to try and live by and that's Mark from The Hudson Falcons. Simply put , every time you take the 
stage you give it all you've got and then some , nothing but pure heart and soul , nothing less every time! 
The Ramones attitude bleeds in too. The whole blitz of non stop music , one song after another with very 
little talking or banter , if any. 

How would you sum up your music ? 

Working class Punk Rock 'N' Roll. 

Whats the scene like where you are ? Ohio as a whole ? 

Right now Toledo is kind of weird. It seems every show is hit or miss. We usually see a lot of the same 
people coming out to support us which is great but sometimes we see quite a few new faces and 
sometimes not so many. We've got a handful of good bands we really like to play with from here and 
we've seen a lot of bands fade away in the few years we've been together so it's almost like Toledo is in 
the middle of rebuilding it's scene. The wave of bands that were around when we started out were 
mostly poppy Punk with a Ska edge , real NOFX and Blink type stuff so we really stood out when we 
showed up. Like 10 years back Toledo had a pretty big Hardcore scene going on and Premonitions Of 
War (currently on 'Victory Records') came out of that scene. The other parts of Ohio where we've been 
seem to be doing alright. The shows aren't always huge but the people who are there are usually really 
into the music and tend to bring other people with them the next time you see them. 


| Would you say its changed a lot since you formed ? got into the scene ? 

Yeah , like I said we've watched a lot of bands pull the plug and fall apart and , now we're down to a 
handful of bands that were around when we started. I guess it shows who were the more determined or 
maybe , who just had or could find the extra time to put into it. But the bands that are still here are great 
at what they do ! and I keep seeing younger bands popping up all the time. So it's alive and I think it 
always will be. 

What other bands in your area / state should we be looking out for ? 

Lets start with Toledo .. Four on the floor , Los Caballeros and Nightbringer are total opposites but are 
great bands. I also keep hearing rumours that Bronson 335 might be getting back together as well as a 
Dead Mans Hand reunion. Which would both be amazing ! Just a little south of us in Bowling Green .. 
you've got Bigfoot And The Automatics , The Huron County Creeps and a Ska band called Midget 
Finger , as well as a StreetPunk band called Sixth Street Fraud. All of whom are good friends of ours. 
Down in Columbus .. you have The Donnybrook Boys who are simply amazing and a band called The 
High Noon Hangovers and a few more that are escaping me at the moment. Cleveland .. has our friends 
The Sex Crimes and Horror of 59 and a couple of other good bands out there are The Brazen Rogues and 
The American Werewolves. A little southeast of Cleveland in Akron .. you have Labor Force , the First 
Offence and Jackie Jab And The Common Man. Then way down in Dayton .. there's Akillis Green , F.B.S. 
and The Brews. A couple of other bands I want to mention that aren,y from Ohio are The Arrogant 
Bastards , the Sals , Grievance Committee and The Ratfinks all out of Detroit , MI and Tri-State Killing 
Spree , The River Bottom Nightmare Band and Dead By Dawn all out of Fort Wayne , IN. These are all 
bands we've played with that we thought were cool. Now they're not all StreetPunk/Oi! but they're all 
good. 





What do you think of the current U.S. scene as a whole ? And how would you like to see it go in the 
future ? 


I think the talent is here along with some of the best bands in the world. As far as the StreetPunk/Oi! 
scene here goes as long as we can keep politics out of everything and stand united I think it could be 
stronger than ever and that's what I hope to see. 

What would you say are the best and worst things about the current scene ?

The best thing is the fact that it's here and we are lucky enough to be apart of it and , how available all of 
it has become through the internet. The worst thing about it is some peoples attitudes. The whole I'm 
more Punk than you thing or I'm more old school than you all of that stuff. We're all here to have a good 
time and forget about everything for a little while and I think some people just need to remember that 
they were young once too and everybody has to start somewhere. 

Do you play shows regularly ? Where's your fave venue locally ? 

We get out pretty regularly and as much as we can. Some months are better than others but we work 
during the week so that really only leaves the weekends and we try not to play here in Toledo more than 
once a month so people don't get tired of us. Our favourite venue in Toledo hands down is Mickey Finns. 
That place is like our home base whether we're playing there or not. 

Do you play many outta state shows ? How does playing in different states differ from playing at 
home ? 

We ve only played a handful of out of state shows but that's something we're working on. So far as those 
shows go we've been set up with some really cool bands and promoters so I think we've lucked out. But 
anywhere out of your hometown you know you've got to prove yourself to the locals. So they don't 
always give us the warmest welcome but we always seem to win some of them over before we've done. 
What s a typical CL1 show like ? Whats the funniest thing you've seen at a show ? 

High enegy non stop on our part. People drinking and having a good time , friends joining us on stage 
when they feel like it and a little chaos ! I swear to god the funniest thing I've seen so far was a rather 

'large' older lady , drunk out of her mind and flashing her 'goods' ! It was gross and hilarious at the same 
time ! 



Have you got a favourite show from the ones you've played so far ? 

I can t really think of one. We did The MidWest Oi! Fest in Akron which was a real good time but we've 
played with so many good bands and met so many cool people I don't think I could just pick one show. 

It's obvious you're proud of your working class roots so what do you think of all these arty farty 'rich' 
kids play acting at being Punk ? 

I have to say I m not a big fan. I'm not saying it only belongs in the streets or anything but you gotta be 
true to what you know , I just don't see any room for play acting. But I do have to say those bands do 
serve a purpose , kind of. If somebody starts out listening to this new poppy type stuff it might open the 
door for them to go and search for it's roots and through that they're bound to find the greats. Not 
everybody is as lucky as I hav^^^^m^^n^nAM^^^^^^^^^wilH^ointdhem in the right direction. 


You have a 6 track EP out "Life In The 419" hows that doing ? And what response have you had for it 
If anyone wants a copy how do they go about getting it ? 





"Life In The 419" has done nothing but good for us. With the songs from that CD we've gotten a really 
good response and it has done more for us than we ever thought it would. As stupid as it may sound 
thanks to My Space and the internet we've got copies of that CD floating around all over the world and 
people really seem to like it. We've also gotten some air play for those songs on different college radio 
stations and some podcasts here in the States and on Radio Rancid on Fungus from XM.Radio. The whole 
thing has been really amazing for us. I mean we never thought it would go as far as it has , I would have 
never guessed that we would have been asked to do this interview ! So the response has been just great 
and we're very thankful for all of it. If anybody is interested in getting a copy they can check us out at 
www.myspace.com/ ell and drop us a line there or just email us at c!41

What is the 419 ? That's probably a dumb question if you're American but erm .. I'm not haha ! 

The 419 is the phone area code for where we live in Ohio. If you want to call somebody in our part of 
Northwest Ohio you dial 419 - whatever the number is. Since I'm not originally from Toledo we wanted 
to use something that included the whole area where we're from and show our pride for our home. 
You're working on your new album , how's that going ? What can we expect ? And have you got a 
rough idea of a release date ? 

Well it's going slowly to say the least. We went through a line up change soon after we recorded it so the 
songs are done but mixing it kind of got put on the back burner while we were getting the band back into 
top form for shows. Now we're focusing on it again though , so with any luck we'll have it done and 
ready to go by the end of September. We started out with 10 songs and I think we're going to cut it down 
to 6 or 8 by the time all is said and done. I'd say you can expect more of the same. Songs that are true to 
what we believe in and the lives we live. I know we like the songs and we hope everybody else will too. 
Where do CL1 go from here ? 

I d say we just keep plugging along doing what we have been doing because it seems to be working. 
We've already gone further than we thought we ever would so now I guess we just stay true and see 
where it goes. I know one thing we want to do is keep spreading out further away from our home base 
and with any luck we'll be able to find the time to do just that. Maybe head further East towards NYC 
and Boston and more good times ! 

Top 10 bands of all time ? 

Well let's see .. this isn't going to be easy .. or in any order but I'm going to keep it all Oi! and Punk .. 

1) Cock Sparrer 2) Rancid 3) Angelic Upstarts 4) Hudson Falcons 5) The Ramones 6) Dropkick Murphys 
7) The Business 8) Discipline 9) The Misfits 10) Black Flag. 

Any messages ? 

Not really I'm not one to preach too much , I guess if you liked this interview swing by our My Space 
page and say hi and join up with the CL1 Punks and Skins if you like what you hear .. I'd also like to say 
thanks to you for having us in 'Oi! Warning'. 

Well big cheers to Sam for the interview , nice one mate ! All the best for the forthcoming CD I can't wait 
to hear it ! If it's anything like the "Life In The 419" EP it should be a corkin' fuckin' release !! And all the 
best for the future .. drop by their My Space page people and check 'em out CL1 are a great band and a 
great bunch of guys .. give 'em your support !!!

And why did you knock the band 
on the head in the first place ? 

Like I said , seeing all of our old fans and friends is a major reason to do this. As people started 
going their own way our shows were one of the last spots where you know you could catch an 
old and familiar face. Plus , I think we wanted to just basically play and hear the songs again , 
some of which have aged tremendously. However , there are some there that I would put up 
against any Streetrock out there , past , present or future. As far as taking a break , we had been 
in it for a while and things just got tiring. We weren’t going to take over the world , or sign a 
major deal , and it was time to think about other things besides music. 

And more importantly , what’s it like to be back ? 

Better than ever. We are more mature , more open to new idea’s and the communication 
amongst the 4 of us have gotten a lot better. It’s too bad that we are old and set in our way’s 
because if we could take the energy we have now and go back 1 0 year's .. Wow , it would 
have been more intense !! 

Taking you back in time , when did the band originally get together and why ? And where did 
the name The Service come from ? 

The Service originated from the ashes of a Ska/Oi! band called The Statics sometime in ’93. At 
the time I was a roadie for the band. When The Statics decided to part ways the core of the 
band minus the singer still wanted to make music and they asked me to jump aboard. At that 
time a whole new wave of American Streetrock/Oi! was coming about and it seemed like the 
perfect time to move in that direction. 

What's the current line up ? Has it changed much over the years ? And how would you say the 
current line up compares to earlier ones ? 

The current line up is myself on Vocals , Don on Bass , Tom on Gits and Dan on Drums. There has 
been a bit of a change over the years. Don left sometime in '98 and Trans Am Dan (who now 
plays in IROC Z) replaced him on Bass. Our former drummer John decided that he didn't want 
to participate anymore and we have been so lucky to pick up Rushmoor Dan on Drums. He has 
tons of experience in the biz and brought out a completely different dimension to the band. 
Hands down , this is the best line up we have had to date. Anyone that hears us will tell you the 
same. Count on it. 


What bands do you listen to ? And which bands would you say have most influenced your 
sound ? 

Geez , this question is so hard because our tastes as individuals are so , so diverse. Literally , just 
about everything has passed through all of our heads at one time or another. As far as 
influences go , bands like The 4 Skins , Fear , Cock Sparrer and Black Flag could have all 
sprinkled their wares upon us in some fashion. But even stuff like Toots and old Soul like Sam 
Cooke can be heard in some of our stuff. 

Have any of you been in bands besides The Service ? 

Like I said , The Statics were once and still are a part of us. Our drummer has been in numerous 
bands .. Feck , Manslaughter and Speedfreaks were probably his 3 most prestigious projects. The 
guy is an incredible talent and all of these come highly recommended. 



How long have you been into it all and what got you into the scene / music to begin with ? 

All of us got involved with the Punk scene as we were becoming teenagers , so decades for 
some of us. That being said , music is obviously a huge part of that , and with any true love you 
immerse yourself in it. One way to immerse is to play and perform , thus here we are. 

What’s the scene like in Milwaukee ? many good bands ? Venues ? Has it changed much since 
you started out ? 

Ya know , Milwaukee is still such a small big town , that for the most part we tend to be a bit 
isolated from the trends. And honestly , we have taken such a long break that we are now just 
catching back up with what is good here. The 3 bands we are playing with are a great start to 
top notch bands in the city , and I’m sure if one contacts them they will be more than happy to 
share their expertise. As far as venues go , honestly they are few and far between. The ‘Mad 
Planet’ has been a main stay forever. But rigth now the majority of good shows are occurring in 
basement parties across the city. Run by kids who actually give a rip about what is going on. 

Like I said , we are so detached that not a lot changes here. Sure , things come and go , but the 
basic model stays the same. And it's good. It’s not huge and I don’t know how much of a 
national impact Milwaukee’s Punk scene will make , but we like it and don’t feel the need to 
change it or pump it up for anyone on any coast. 

And what are your views on the current US scene as a whole ? What would you change about it 
if you could ? 

It seems as if Punk is getting a lot of play now , which I guess is a good thing. Sure , you might get 
a few bands that are marketed so well that they blow up regardless of their talent or sound , but 
the more the better. Diversity and an opportunity to hear so much new stuff today is a blessing 
we didn’t have before the late ‘90s. I guess I would love to see Streetrock or Streetpunk really 
get it’s due , from the labels and the industry as a whole. There is an entirely different voice of 
the streets of America that still isn’t heard. And nothing against it , but Jay Z and Snoop aren’t 
the only one’s that grew up rough and have topics related to the streets that need to be heard. 



And since those guys have gotten over , they are less street than I am. And I live in the freakin 
suburbs now. 



What bands around today do you like ? Any up ‘n’ coming bands we should know about ? 

Again , run out and jump on the 3 bands that we are playing with in a couple of weeks. That is 
a good start. 

Over the year’s you’ve played alotta shows , are there any that stand out for you ? 

Our shows with The Dropkick Murphys have always been a blast and have given us the chance 
to play in front of large audiences. But we have been very lucky to play with some legends .. 
The Business , Fear , The Mentors , The Vandals , The Anti Heros , US Bombs , Agnostic Front , SNFU 
and even Rancid. 



From the bands you’ve seen live / played alongside who have really impressed you ? 

I think The Murphy’s are top notch professionals and are the bar that people should be looking 
to reach. They are great live and have not compromised their sound or style to gain a larger 
reach. 

You musta seen some funny shit at shows , any good stories you wanna share ? 

God , I once had a bunch of girls toss pint glasses and ash trays at me in Toronto for being too 
offensive. We love women and although we were a bit younger , I don’t think we said anything 
out of line. I mean , I was there to express my desire to please them in the most intimate way 
possible , what’s wrong with that ??! .. We played CBGB’s once and got all of our gear that we 
weren’t using to play ripped. Clothes , notebooks , everything.. I still to this day feel like some of 
the people in some of the local bands that we played with there set us up. I hope they enjoyed 
the killer Packer shirt that they took and all the lyrics they stole from me . The show went okay , 
but it was filled with hooligans huffing glue and paint right in the venue. Faces covered , 
rockheads . I love NYC and the scene there is second to none , it’s influenced us all , but it is 
filled with a shit load of suburban rebels that do their best to be as ghetto as possible. But , you 




take the good with the bad I guess , and it was an honour to be there regardless. Another show 
that sticks close to mind was our first trip to ‘The Beer Olympics’ in Atlanta. This was early in our 
career if you will (maybe summer of ’95) and we were completely amped to play with some of 
the great bands of the day , with great crowds as well. I think we were put in the middle of the 
set , maybe the 3 rd or 4 th band playing. Anyway , we get about 3 songs into the set and there is 
a massive power outage. And , I’m telling you , we had the crowd going , they were fully 
digging us at that point. Turns out the biggest storm to hit the ATL in like 10 years was well on it’s 
way and it looked like the venue’s was damaged big time. Anyway , so an hour into the outage 
they finally make the call and decide to move the show to another locale. Get there , and it's a 
no go again. No power and now well into the eve. Turns out we travelled like 1 4 hours to play 
about 4 songs ! We had a blast though and met some great folks to boot. 



Have you written any new songs lately ? If so , how do they compare to your older material ? 

Lyrically I have a bunch of stuff written. I never did stop. I have gotten older , more mature and 
my priorities in life have changed. My mind has also opened up to new idea’s and perspectives 
on life , so my thoughts tend to be a bit more inclusive to perhaps other people or things that in 
the past may have been tossed out because of youthful exuberance , we’ll say. However , with 
time being so tight right now it’s unlikely that any new material will come out in 2006. Maybe 
look for late 2007 , as a possibility. I’d like to. 

Have you got a favourite Service song ? Who writes the lyrics and where do their idea’s come 
from ? 

That’s a tough one , we always have a blast performing “Mans Ruin”. We have all participated 
in writing lyric's overtime. I usually come in with something and it gets .carved and situated with 
the music. Our idea’s come from within , based on what is occurring around us... Life , love , 
distress etc ... 

Any new releases on the horizon ? Are you still on ‘GMM records’ ? 

I d love to release a “Best Of ..” with a few new tracks on it. That would be a lot of fun. Nope , 

don t really have too much to do with them. We wish Mark the best though , and hope all is 
well. 

What have you released to date ? 


2 7” - “American Graffiti” and “Young & Strong" , 

2 Albums - “Man’s Ruin" and “Who's Criminal”.

So from underground shows , to art showcases , to bars and 
restaurant specials , ‘Rushmoor Records’ is a great Milwaukee resource. 

What’s the bands short/long term aims ? 

Look , we are planning and hoping for an incredible show this month. Other than that , it is really 
anyone’s guess. I don’t see very much travel for us anytime soon , but like I said above 
Milwaukee is a great place to visit in the summer , much cheaper than most of your typical 
vacation spots in the States and if we are playing , we would be happy to show or help folks get 
around in some capacity. Other than that a long or far off dream would be to start making new 
material.

Well you musta been on another planet if you ain’t heard of these guys !! One of the best things to emerge 
outta the States since .. erm .. the bigmac ! ! ! Anyways Erick got in touch about an interview and I didn’t 
need to be asked twice I can tell ya !! so off went some questions ... and back came 

Well Erick the first questions gotta be how did the recent Death Or Glory Fest go ? 

The Death or Glory Fest was a great time this year. It is always an amazing experience to share a stage with so many 
top notch bands , some of which we grew up listening to like 7 Seconds and some of the best bands playing today like 
Pressure Point , Whiskey Rebels , Generators , Angel City Outcasts and Hoods. The cool thing about this festival is 
that it has a real Punk community feel to it as opposed to some of the larger festivals. It was like a big backyard party 
with a bunch of friends and great bands. 

How’d your set go ? And how did your new bassist Chalon get on ? 

There was a good response. Of course , we had all been drinking in the hot sun for hours before the set so it may have 
been shit and we just didn’t care ! Chalon was fantastic. She has played bass in bands for a long time and even did a 
stint with the band Snapdier several years ago , which included an album and a European tour so she is a true 
professional and we re honoured to have her. Not to mention her good looks provide a significant improvement over 
the rest of us ugly old fucks ! 

What other bands playing at the fest impressed you ? 

If you saw the entire line up for the festival then you already know there were plenty of notable bands , but there are a 
couple I would especially like to point out. Pressure Point probably isn’t new to any fan of Streetpunk and Oi! but 
they did take a hiatus several years back and may now be flying under the radar. Anyway , they truly put on an 
amazing performance every time I see them and I think they have a new album ready to release soon. I do know they 
have a split coming out next month with Madhouse Disciples , which is another band I wanted to mention. I highly 
recommend checking them out. 

Goin back in time , can you tell us how it all started and give us a brief history of the band ? 

I met Rick (drums) and Jared (lead guitar) in Japan back in 1998 while I was in the U.S. Marine Corps. They were 
both in a band already but we became real good friends and talked about starting a new project when we returned to 
the US. Jared and I had a very specific vision about how we wanted to incorporate the traditional Blues and Classic 
Rock , which we loved so much , into the Punk Rock we were so pasionate about. By 200 1 we were all living outside 
of Los Angeles raising hell and playing our brand of rock ‘n’ Roll. There are plenty of stories about struggles and Punk 
band debauchery during those first few years , but we’ll save those until they can be told over too many beers at the 
bar. 

Whats the current line up and who plays what ? Have you had many changes in the line up department ? 

I (Erick) do the singing , Jared is on lead guitar , Caleb (aka Spud) is on rhythm guitar , Rick is on drums and Chalon 
is on bass guitar. We had one other guitar player for a long time , Frank Black , who actually recorded on the 
‘Rebellion Records’ album , and we’ve been through 5 or 6 bassist’s with a different one on every recording we’ve 
made. 

What sorta things do you sing about ? Who writes the lyrics and where do they get their ideas from ? 

We don t feel like all our songs have to maintain a theme , or preach our beliefs to the masses. We are real people and 
we write songs about real shit. Many derive from personal experiences , some are social commentary and some are 
purely intended to be amusing. Even the more serious sounding songs usually feel very tongue in cheek to me. I pen 
most of the lyrics and I can assure you I never take myself too seriously or pretend to be of superior intellect. I just 
hope that people can appreciate the genuine quality of the music we create , and if our songs have an impact on 
people then I am thoroughly pleased. 

Have you got a favourite Strongarm song 1 If so , which one and why ? 

If I had a favourite at this point , it would be one of the new songs we’ve written for the next album , but I still do love 






some of the old songs. A long time ago we had an original recording of “Tonight” on the internet for public reviews 
and a girl wrote that if Satan had a band this is the song he would sing , and this is what he would sound like”. I 
don’t think she was being kind , but it obviously made a strong impact on her. I thought it was great ! The song was 
just supposed to be a fuck it all and let’s party song. Instead , we are compared to Satan. I like “A Toast” because it 
was written in honour of several friends lost during this crazy journey. Also , “Honor Among Outcast” is a song I 
think expresses some of the frustration our kind feel. 



How’d you come up with the name Strongarm &_ The Bullies ? 

The short ; We’re drunken retards and it sounded really funny after to much whiskey. 

The long ; The Skinhead culture gets so wrapped up in that tough guy image sometimes , so we sort of wanted to 
mock that. Sure , some band members actually have a bit of a reputation as bruisers , but none of us actually walk 
around like pricks and being bullies. Our original name was The Realistic , but at one of our very first gigs in 
Hollywood there were posters all over the outside of the venue for some band with bad haircuts named The Realistics 
who were touring with The Strokes. To avoid confusion , we went nameless for a while and finally settled on 
Strongarm &. The Bullies. 

Whats the scene like in your area ? Many venues ? Decent bands 1 

The scene is huge in Southern California. There are thousands of bands and thousands of venues , which is great 
until you consider how that affects the scene overall. We’ve lost that feeling of a community in the Punk scene here. 
People have the option of going to any of a hundred shows on any given weekend , so we end up spread out with no 
consolidated effort to support a venue or a band. So , the scene is alive and well , but I think it also suffers from 
having so much going on. It is truly unique from anything I’ve experienced in any other area of the U.S.. Some of the 
bands we personally know and like from SoCal are Rat City Riot from San Diego , Angel City Outcasts , The 
Generators and The Aggrolites from L.A. , Pistol Grip , ADHD and The Misguided from our area East of LA.. 
There’s quite a few decent bands in California .. Bonecrusher , the Abuse , Dekoiz , yourselves etc etc ... the list is 
endless , whats your opinion on the Cali scene ? 

California has produced some great bands and that trend is sure to continue. I can only compare it to a couple other 
scenes I’ve personally experienced , but California is definatley a hot spot - producing a high volume of bands making 
high quality noise. It is exciting to be in a scene where you can play multiple shows every week with other great bands 
and have a different audience each time. 

What bands from the current Cali scene do you like Z How about the States as a whole Z 

I think I ve already name dropped enough Cali bands , but some other U.S. bands we like are Bom To Lose from 



Texas , Flatfoot 56 from Chicago , Shock Nagasaki from New York , Far From Finished and Street Dogs from Boston 
and Dead End Boys from Baltimore.

You've played with loads of great bands The Business , Hudson Falcons , Iron Cross ... has there been a favourite 1 
Honestly , we Ve shared a stage now with several bands that actually influenced us. It’s such an honour to play with 
those bands and it s hard to pick a favourite. A couple of our best shows ever were with The Business and with The 
Templars. And as people , Mark from The Hudson Falcons , all the guys from Street Dogs , Roger Miret from AF / 
Disasters and Micky from The Business have been extremely cool. 

And you're due to play with The Business on their West Coast tour are you looking forward to that ? 

We can t fucking wait !! We supported them the last time they came to California and it was a great show. Fm sure 
there will be a riot and dead bodies this time ! The unfortunate side of this story is that the opportunity came only 
after we failed to get on as added support for The Business' European tour this Fall. Apparently someone over there 
has heard that we’re trouble - even Micky Fitz couldn’t convince MAD it was a good idea. 

Do you get to play the East Coast very often 1 

We don t get over to the East Coast often enough. Some of us have kids and all the responsibility that comes with 
that - feeding them and keeping a roof over their heads and all that mess. But one day they’ll be old enough to get 
their own damn jobs and support us while we tour constantly ! 

Do you find shows are different when you play different states 1 

Every show is different , every scene is a little different. Some places are definatley better for us than others , but it is 
great to experience the different cultures that exist just within the U.S. itself. 

And do you think the West Coast differs from the East ? 

There is a difference , but it’s hard for me to scrutinize. I’m originally from the East Coast , so I have fun on both 
coasts and in between. 

Your debut full length “You Had It Coming" was released on ‘Rebellion Records' , hows that doing ? What kinda 
feedback you had on it ?

Yes , we released “You Had It Coming” in January 2006 and it appears to be doing well. I know the album received 0 
mixed reviews throughout Europe but we’ve had very positive feedback from people , and media , who actually 
bothered to give it a proper listen. We’ve had some distribution and promotion problems in the U.S. , but the 
feedback has been great so far. Overall , people are still hearing about us , the shows are getting bigger and the album 
is still selling , so we’re happy !! 



What else have you released ? Are there any releases planned for the near future l 

We released a 5 song CD ourselves back in 2002 , which is long out of print and most of the songs were re-recorded 
for the Rebellion album. We re on Backstreets Of American Oi!” volume 2 , which was recently released on ‘Street 
Anthem Records and has 2 full discs of great U.S. bands. Y(^e re on Rebellion’s tribute to Johnny Cash , which is 
actually our most recent , and best , studio recording , and we’ll be on ‘Rebellion’s first ‘Greatest Hits’ compilation , 
which will include 1 track from our album and 1 previously unreleased song , along with the same 5 or 6 other 
‘Rebellion’ bands. 

What's next for Strongarm & The Bullies ? 

A new album and a European tour. Something most people don’t realise is that although “You Had It Coming” was 
our debut full length in 2006 , it was actually recorded in 2004. It’s actually an old recording for us. We couldn’t 
afford to release it ourselves , so it sat on a shelf until Rebellion came along and wanted to release it. By the time the 
album was out for public consumption we already had a lot of new material ready to go. We were excited to get this 
first full length out but we are also excited to make a new recording , which we feel will be a better representation of 
where we are now. We are better musicians , the new songs are great and we feel like we’re finally honing in on the 
sound we set out to create in the beginning. We’ll be in the studio later this year and our goal is to release the new 
album early in 2007 . If everything goes well , we will follow up the release with some touring. 

Top 10 of all time 1 

Top 10 bands , or albums , or porn stars or what ? I’ll go with bands.. In no paticular order : AC/DC , Toots &. The 
Maytals , Stiff Little Fingers , Rose Tattoo , Cocksparrer , Cro-Mags , Mississippi John Hurt , The Clash , Johnny Cash 
and it s a tie for the final spot between David Hasselhoff and Scorpions. I can think of 50 more bands for this list , so 
this has become an impossible question , I quit !

Well I caught sight of The Cunts page on My Space and after reading through it decided I liked what I 
saw and read and got in touch with ‘em to see if they’d be up for an interview . . . quick as a flash , if not 
quicker ! , guitarist / vocalist Shay got back to me so off went questions , back came answers and here 
for your education and edification is The Cunts .... 

First question has to be do you live up to the band name ? 

SC - You mean are we really a bunch of cunts ?!! hahaha 

And the second is how did you come up with the name in the first place ? 

SC - When we started out we robbed songs for our previous bands , for that we are cunts !! 

How’d it all start ? When did you form and why and can you give us a brief history ? 

SC - We formed in March 2003 I think ... Me and Spiller were in TDM , Rhys and Adams were in a band 
called The Containers , both bands had split up so me , Rhys and Adams just started playing together , 
only problem is none of us could fucking sing very well !!! So we got Spiller and Gav to help us out and 
they have sang on our releases so far. But just recently Spiller has been lazy and not turned up so we 
played a lot of gigs without him , think we’re gonna stick that way. A lot of people have said we are 
better without him. 

And what’s the current line up ? 

SC — Gav — Vocals , SC — Guitar/ Vox , Adams — Bass/ Vox and Rhys — Drums. 

What bands do you listen to ? And which would you say have had a direct influence on the band 
and it’s music ? 

SC - We all listen to loads of different bands , at the moment I’ve been listening to Chocking Victim , The 
Casualties , Drongos For Europe and P.A.I.N. , as for influences bands like Bad Religion , Pennywise and 
Minor Threat have personally influenced my playing. 

RHYS - Yeah , band wise I’d say Bad Religion , Pennywise , Minor Threat and Chocking Victim are 
probably our biggest influences. They’re bands that we all grew up listening to. At the moment my 
favourite bands are P.A.I.N. and Inner Terrestials , although there’s so many good bands out there to 
listen to ! 

Who writes the lyrics ? Where do they get their idea’s from ? 

SC - Gav writes most of the lyrics. Spiller used to help write as well but he turned into a lazy bastard 
and does fuck all now !! Most of our songs are about the current state of affairs and life in general you 
will have to ask Gav for a more detailed description. 

Have you got a favourite Cunts song ? If so , which and why ? 

SC - It changes all the time , at the moment it’s probably “Backstabber” , I enjoy playing that song and 
it’s pretty catchy. 

RHYS - The new songs you write always seem the best , cause your not bored of them. I’d say “Black 
Market” is my favourite at the moment. 

You’ve played a fair few gigs , is there a standout one so far ? 

SC - Err .. I dunno , we’ve played some good gigs !! Probably in Bolton playing with The Angelic Upstarts 
or in Rushden with The Vibrators. 

RHYS - I’d say playing in someone’s kitchen in Worcester , loadsa people crammed into a little space , 
fucking brilliant .. I’d say it was the gig with by far the best atmosphere. 

You’ve not long released a split CD with The Lobotomies , can you tell us about that and how it’s 
doing ? How do you think it compares to previous stuff ? 

SC - It’s doing pretty well , we have sold a few copies and it has been getting good reviews from people so 
that’s cool. The material is a hell of a lot better written than our previous stuff , defmatley ! 





What else have you released ? And where’s it available from ? 

SC - We have “Back To Basics” , our first CD which you can download from our website for free , 
as “Telefreaks” which is part of ‘Middleground’ volume 2 on “Punkshit Records’ , you can get that 
Rich at m 


as well 
from 


Have you got any other releases in the pipeline ? 

SC - Haven’t thought about that too much yet trying to play as many gigs as possible at the moment so 
we ain’t really had much time to write new stuff but we want to release a full length sometime in the 
near future. 

What do you think of the current UK scene ? And how would you like to see it go in the future ? 

SC — Around our area it seems to have died a bit , a lot of people seem to be into emo music around the 
Worcester area , as for other places there’s still some life but it needs to grow ! More people need to 
support their local Punk scene. 

What bands around at the moment would you rate ? 

SC — Obviously the mighty Lobotomies , they’re shit hot !! There’s also a good upcoming band from our 
way called Officer Down. People should also check out D ’Comer Bois , the Nihilists , The Mingers , the 
Infested .. ahh there’s way too many good upcoming bands to name. 

RHYS - Yeah definatley , there’s shit loads of bands , on an underground level at the moment. The 
Cracked Actors from Birmingham who are a Ska/ Reggae /Dub /Punk band are awesome , they’ve got a 
load of quality tunes and an amazing live show ! They should blatantly be checked out !! 

You’re on MySpace (along with everyone else !) what do you think of it ? Is it a good thing ? 

SC - It’s not so bad , seems to be a lot of scenesters on there who worship that shit but it’s a good way 
of getting a lot of people to listen to the noise you’re making so it can’t be all that bad !! 

If you had to sum up The Cunts in 3 words what would they be ? 

RHYS - In your face 

SC — Maybe In your ass if I was pissed enough 

Whats the plan for the future ? 

SC - We are trying to organise some shows over in Europe (Holland , Germany & Denmark) in November 
with our good friends The Lobotomies as well as writing new material for a full length. Hopefully we 
won’t ever go away !! 

Any messages ? 

SC - Make sure you support the underground ! Fuck the mainstream !! Oh and cheers for letting us 
take up space in your magazine !! 

RHYS - Word up to the gush fast speedy monk ! 


Umm.. yeah , what the fuck is the gush fast speedy monk ?! .. No on the other hand I don’t wanna know 
hahaha !! Well big cheers to Shay and Rhys for the interview , much appreciated , nice one . Good luck 
with the gigs and the recording . . and looking forward to seeing a full length by you guys in the not too 
distant future . .

Well Freiboiter are a band that should need no introduction , being one of Stuttgart's and to be 
honest Germany's top anti fascist Oi! bands .. And I couldn't really have a Stuttgart scene write 
up and not include them .... So , take it away Micha .... 

When did the band form and why ? Whats the line up of the band ? And has this always been 
the line up ? 

In the beginning it was the same as today , some friends playing Punk Rock. The band has been 
around since 1996 and in it's current incarnation since 2001. In 1997 Hahn replaced the former 
drummer. In 2001 , a couple of month's a,fter my Ska band King Loui And The Mooners split up , I 
joined as the bands second guitarist. The current line up is Korbi - Vocals , Micha - Guitar/ Vocals 
Heiko - Guitar , Hans - Bass/ Vocals and Hahn - Drums. 

Where did the name come from ? Does it mean anything in English ? 

That's quite simple. We were searching for a name containing the word Oi! , Freibeuter is the 
German word for freebooter. We liked that pirate/ outlaw image so we replaced the 'eu' with 'oi' 
and there you have it , here are the Freiboiter ! 



What bands would you say influence your music and attitude ? 

We listen to nearly every kind of music. So there's no special band which can be named as the 
main influence. I played in a Ska band a few years ago , our bass player is still in a Ska band. I also 
have a Punk/Hardcore cover band. Really there's no main influence but I think that some Rock 'n' 
Roll and Hardcore influences are obviously in our music. 

And whats your thoughts on the current German scene ? And what bands do you rate ? You're 


well known for your anti fascist views , do you think it's important to state where you stand ? 

We think that Stuttgart is still the home of perhaps the best Punk , Skin and Hardcore scene in 
Germany which is relative to it's solidarity and anti fascist background. Generally you can say a 
lot of people start to think and get more and more political in the German scene. But there are still 
a few left who are not interested in using their brain and organise shows where right wing 
bastards are tolerated. In Stuttgart we are the only Oi!/Skinhead band at the moment , The Stage 
Bottles from Frankfurt , who are our friends , also Loikaemie and The Broilers are getting really 
big in Germany over the last few years. But that's it ! All the other Oi! /Skinhead bands are not 
important to us because they always try to remain non-political and make no statements , which is 
really ignorant and quite stupid I think , especially nowadays. 

Who writes the lyrics and where do their idea's come from ? - 

In the last month I wrote most of the songs. Hans is writing some too. Everyday life gives us a lot 
of idea's for the songs. Politics , love , hate , people around you , everything. I also like songs with 
senseless lyrics sometimes , just funny little stories. 

Have you got a favourite Freiboiter song ? If so , which one and why ? 

I'm sure that everyone of us has a favourite song. My personal favourite is "Antifascist Oi!" from 
the last record. Great sound , aggressive , catchy melody and the message right in your face ! It's 
our statement about where we stand. A statement about our hometown and our friends , our 
scene. A perfect Punk song for me ! 

What got you into the scene / music to begin with ? 

I always wanted to be in a band playing Punk Rock , touring etc .. I love it ! That's it. 

You've played a lot of gigs , with some great band's , has there been any that really stand out ? 
The Berlin show with The Oppressed in October 2005. It was such an honour for us to play there 
in front of 600 people together with that legendary band. We will never forget that. Also The Rude 
Boys Unity Festival in Geneva , March 2005 with headliner's Sham 69 where we played in front of 
a 1000 people. 

Is there a band that you'd like to play with but haven't yet ? 

I would like to play with Rancid or at least see them live once. That would be really cool , because 
they are one of my all time favourites. Maybe we get a chance on their world tour next year ! I 
think the others would enjoy shows with bands like Cock Sparrer or Agnostic Front for example. 
When you play outside of Germany , do you find it very different ? Crowd ? Atmosphere ? ... 
Generally it's just the same. I think it depends more on the local scene of the city you play or the 
status of the club you play in. A lot of reasons are responsible for a good or bad show. But the 
show in Geneva at The Rude Boys Unity Festival was really special. We played in front of nearly 
1000 people from Spain , Italy , France and Switzerland. And I'm sure most of them didn't know 
us before but this was one of the best crowds we ever had for a Freiboiter show. Fantastic !! Much 
better than at some shows in our hometown , playing in front of friends and family. 

Unforgettable. 

The Stuttgart scene seems to be healthy , whats your opinion on it ? And how do you see it 
going in the future ? 

Not so healthy ! Some very important bands have split up over the last few years and there are 
just a few new bands arounds with 2 or 3 to be named. Also some venues were closed or will be in 
the near future. A lot of repression ... 

Stuttgart also has some great bands , which ones do you personally like ? 

Oigenz (Streetpunk/ split-up) , Sidekick (Hardcore/ split-up) , Guerilla (Hardcore Punk) , Riot 
Brigade (Hardcore Punk) , Waerters Schlechte (Punk) , Tony Montanas (Psychobilly) , The 
Higgins (Punk - from Aalen nr. Stuttgart). 

What do you think the best way is to combat Fascism ? And to get your views across to people ? 

We think music is a good and very important way to do that. Maybe the best way. 


Demonstrations of course , everything that reaches a lot of people , a lot of young people and 
achieves attention. Talking to uninterested people in your personal enviroment can be very 
important too. Everybody and everything is important ! 



Because there's so many Anti Fascist groups do you think it would be a good idea to put aside 
differences and unite under one banner ? 

Maybe that's a good idea , but it will stay nothing more than an unrealisable idea. All of these 
groups have different things they fight for besides their Anti-Fascist goals that make it impossible 
for them to unite. And we are still talking about people that don't agree , people that can't agree 
and people that argue about silly personal differences. 

There are many Anti fascist bands , zines etc .. do you see this continueing ? 

Yes , because it's important , because people know that and because everybody who is active can 
see the success in some way. 

What have Freiboiter released to date ? Any new releases in the pipeline ? Whats next for the 
band ? 

Releases ; "Auf Boitezug Durchs Schwabenland"/Demo-4tracks/DIY 1999 , "Party Pur"/Single - 
4 tracks/ Oli & Ela Records 2001 , "RockCity"/CD-LP-14 tracks/Red Giant Records 2003 , "Brave 
New World"/Split CD with Youngang - 6 Freiboiter tracks & 5 Youngang tracks/Red Giant 
Recordsman Martin Records & Anfibio Records. 

First of all we try to play as often as we can and hope to play outside of Germany in the coming 
months. Hopefully in Ireland with the Irish Freebooters , that should be really cool. Freiboiter and 
Freebooters on tour together , oh yeah ! But we always have trouble with our jobs and studies 
which makes it necessary to play with replacement musicians too many times. Booooooring ! We 
just released the split CD with Youngang but we're already working on songs for the next album. 
Any messages ? 

Thanks for the interview , it would be great to play in Britain eventually. Stay Rude , Stay rebel 
and Always Fight Fascism. UNITED WE STAND , DIVIDED WE FALL ! 

Massive cheers to Micha for answering the questions , thanks buddy , nice one. Good luck with 
the new album look forward to hearing it , and the gigs in Ireland , stop over for a gig or two on 
yer way over !! 




Well I caught Canada’s Alternate Action on their split with Aussie’s Marching Order’s and must * 
admit to being highly impressed with what I heard so when Tobias contacted me about an 
interview in the ‘zine ( cheers Mike - ‘Longshot’ !) I jumped at the chance to be honest ... so here 
we go then with Greg and Tobias answering the questions ... 



So Greg and Tobias , you released a great split 7” with Marching Orders on ‘Longshot Music’ , how’s that doing ? And what’s the 
feedback been like on that ? 

T — Now that people know that it exists it should be selling well. The split single has been getting consistently good reviews. I 
haven’t seen it getting panned by anyone. 

G - So far so good and we look forward to more reviews. . . 

And what do you think of it ? 

T — I’m very satisfied with it , both songs were written by Greg and Chris and I re-did the guitar tracks. I think that both songs are 
stompers. 

G — I think it turned out better than expected and we’re pretty happy with it ! ! 

I see you’re due to release a 10" on ‘Narayan Records’ in france , can you tell us about that and how it came about ? And what 
can we expect ? 

T — Nelly from Narayan Records contacted us through My Space and suggested we do a release with them. We had been working 
on a bunch of new material and we’re in the process of recording it and no-one else had expressed interest so we thought , why 
not ??! I think that Streetrock is a lot more popular over in Europe than it is in North America so hopefully we can get enough 
people over there interested in Alternate Action to make a tour worthwhile. As for the 1 0” release , we took 6 of our favourite 
songs and got Jay Solyom (Spitfires) to produce them. I’m confident that people will respond favourably to this release . This is 
some solid shit I can stand behind proudly , no question ! It’ll be called “Tough Times”. 

What else have you released ? And are there any other releases on the horizon ? 

T - Just our split 7” with Marching Orders at the moment. We are planning on another 7” with ‘Longshot’ after the 1 0” comes out. 
And where can people get your stuff from ? 

T - ‘Longshot Music’ outta Brooklyn , New York. Buy lot’s of their stuff , it's good ! 

Going back , when did Alternate Action form and why ? And where did the name come from ? 

G - Alternate Action began in August of 2005. After my previous band (The Lancasters) broke up I decided I needed to keep 
playing and sought other like minded individuals. I got together with Chris and Matt for a couple of jams and Alternate Action was 
bom. As far as the name goes , Chris came up with it and the name is pretty self explanatory - Alternate Action. Tobias Joined the 
band shortly after and history was made. 

What’s the current line up of the band ? Has it changed much ? 

G - The current line up is Matt - Drums , Tobias - Guitar and Greg - Vocals & Bass. A couple of months ago Chris moved to 
Victoria on Vancouver Island which made commuting for practices difficult so I decided to play bass until Chris returns to the 
mainland or until we find a replacement for him. 

What bands do you listen to ? And which would you say influence the band ? 

T — As for me , my tastes are all over the map. I like a lot of old Soul/R ‘n’ B , old Reggae but mainly I like older , more melodic 
Punk with tough vocals. There are so many old bands to name .. Menace , Cock Sparrer , Peter & The Test Tube Babies come to 



mind and one couid compare Alternate Action to any of those bands without pissing us off. 

Who writes the lyric’s ? Where do they get their idea’s from ? 

T - Greg's brain recieves haunted transmissions from unspeakable realms of existence that would lobotomise ordinary human 
beings. Be careful when reading his lyric’s !! Your head may implode or your neural circuits could fry like bacon and you’ll wind 
up a catatonic Streetrock zombie ! 

Have you got a favourite Alternate Action song ? If so , which one and why ? 

T- “Waste Of Time” is going to be on our 10” and I like the music a lot. Chris’ Bass line is really simple and catchy. The song 
just popped out when we were warming up for practice and was totally spontaneous. The lyric’s are basically a big middle finger 
to politics in general. 

G - Well it’s kind of hard to say right now as we have a whole shit load of new songs that I like. 

What’s the scene like where you are ? Many other bands ? Decent Venues ? 

T — The scene here is basically our families and friends. There aren't a whole lotta bands from Vancouver that interest me to be 
honest. Emergency were fucking amazing but they broke up. The Tranzmitors are a good Mod/Punk band that could be compared 
to The Boys or The Undertones. Alberta seems to have a bit more action. As far as venues go there are still some left but it has 
been dwindling for some time. The Cobalt’ re-opened recently and is the main Punk/Metal/HC bar in town. The A.N.Z.A. Club’ is a 
great venue when the soundman knows what knobs to play with. 

And what about Canada as a whole ? What bands should we be looking out for ? 

T - Wednesday Night Heroes from Edmonton , Alberta are good mates of ours. We just saw them last night for opening for The 
Casualties. Knucklehead are from Calgary and have been playing together for ages. They sound a bit like The Swingin’ Utters 
kinda stuff. 

What’s the best and worst thing’s about the Canadian scene at the moment ? 

T - Keep an eye out for Chris Walters books. He’s a buddy of ours who writes beer soaked stories about the bad old days of Punk 
when Punk couldn’t be bought at the mall. His publishing company is called ‘Gofuckyerself press’ and I strongly recommend his 
books to anyone who likes Charles Bukowski or Punk culture. ‘Generation Annihilation’ is a radio show on Saturday afternoons 
from the University of B.C. CiTR 1 01 .9fm. You can get the show online apparently , so if you want to hear a good sample of 
Canadian Punk stuff , tune into Aarons show. Chances are you might hear Alternate Action playing. As far as the worst aspects of 
the ‘scene’ here is that there really isn’t one to speak off. I’m content to hang around with my wife and mates and check out 
bands from outta town when they come through. If we can play the occasional show with them so much the better. 

Do you play shows regularly ? Has there been a favourite from the one’s you’ve played so far ? 

T - We don’t play often. It really seems like the promoters aren’t all that interested in having us play to be honest. There have 
been some shows recently that we wanted to play but it never panned out. Our fans can get a wee bit frisky when we are on stage 
and maybe the promoters are intimidated by that element of excitement. We played a killer show with The Templars in Seattle last 
Spring. We really hope to play with them again sometime. For now we are more focused on recording and releasing material than 
playing live. 

G - We would love to tour Europe and maybe next Spring we can get there. Also , Australia would be fun too. 

If you had the chance to play with any band (past or present) who would it be and why ? 

T - 1 was pretty amped up about playing with The Angelic Upstarts in November but Mensi has fallen ill unfortunatley and can’t 
tour. Sharing a stage with Cock Sparrer would definatley be an unforgettable experience. If you know the guys in Rose Tattoo we 
would definatley open up for them too. 

What CD / Record you currently listening to ? 

T - The damned ; Machine Gun Ettiquette 
What’s next for Alternate Action ? 

T - More Perogies 

G — Into the studio again to record more new songs and hopefully some more releases and some touring overseas. 

Any messages ? 

Cheers down there !! 


And cheers to Tobias and Greg for answering the questions , nice one !! good luck with the new 
to” and recording.. I for one can’t wait to hear yer new releases ...

Their in yer face style is what Hardcore is all about and what it should sound like so when the 
vocalist Dennis got in touch about an interview I shot off a bunch of questions and here’s what I got 
back .. cheers to ‘United RiotRecords’ for passing me name on !! .. read n enjoy peeps !! ... 

So Dennis , how long have you guys been goin ? When and why did the band form ? 

Too damn long , someone shoot me already hahahaha. We started a band to counteract the crap that was 
out there. We hated all these Emo , Metal , funny hair bands trying to pass off for real Hardcore. We like 
raw and in your face. 

And how’d you come up with the name Fed Up ? 

FED UP ! is just a great statement. When your FED UP ! with work , school , friends , girls , wifes , police 
shitty bands , stupid people , life in general. Your just fucking FED UP ! and that’s how the name came 
about. 

Whats the current line up of the band ? Has it changed much since you formed ? 

Dave M. on lead guitar , Dave G. on rhythm guitar , Luis on bass , Efren on drums and me , Dennis , on 
vocals. There’s been a few changes but this is pretty much the steady line up. . 

Who writes the lyrics ? And where do their ideas come from ?

When my boys Oi! band Criminal Intent did a show and their guitar player got a stupid haircut and they 
all threw him into the drum set after the show was done and I poured beer all over him. That really 
amused me. 

If you had the chance to play with any band (past or present) who would it be and why ? 

Always wanted to play with AF , Ramones , Negative Approach , Cockney Rejects , Clash. They’re just 
great bands , ‘nuff said. 



Whats the best place to catch a show and have a beer where you are ? 

I really like this place called The Cake Shop because if there’s a show going on you can see a show , have 
a drink , buy records and eat some cake. It’s just all right there for you. 

Whats the scene like where you are ? NY as a whole ? What other bands are worth checking out 
locally ?

We got really good feedback on that split , a lot of people enjoyed it. I’m definatley proud of it. 

Have you released anything else ? And are there any plans to release anything in the near future ? 

Yea we did a split CD with Disavow on ‘NGS Records’. We’re on the NYHC split with Inhuman , Pledge 
Of Resistance , Condition , Last Call Brawl and AF live on the 2nd CD on ‘Street Justice’. And of course 
a bunch of comps. , the latest was “No One Gets Out Alive” on ‘United Riot Records’. A full length 
should be out next year.

I think 
www.interpunk.com has our shit too. In other words go searching and leave me be hahahaha 

Whats currently on your CD/record player ? 

The Blitz , HCS and Outburst. On the turntable I have Iggy Pop. 

Whats next for Fed Up ? 

We play The Scooter Fest in NJ with The Templars , HCS and many more and then we all go to the strip 
club.

•Weft I caught The 8 6 ’ed on their split 7” single with (Reason To Tight and really hied what I heard and was well chuffed when the 
6assist of the Sand Scotty got in touchforan interview ( Cheers (Denis of ‘United Tiot (Records’) .. so off went some questions and 
Sacfcame the answers 


Well Scotty usual question first mate , can you tell us when and why the band got together ? Who came up 
with the name and where did it come from ? 

Well Sean I’d have to say we got started in the Fall/Winter of ’98. It started off with just me and Denis sitting 
around drinking and writing music , after we had a few songs going we got a drummer and singer. As far as 
why we got together there was a couple of reasons , one - there was just a lack of good Oi! bands in the area , 
not saying we’re good or anything but you know what I mean , at the time there was The Drunks and Denis 
played drums for them , reason two - was I wanted to start a band in hope that more musical options/bands 
for people to listen to would equal more people Just try and get more people out to shows. The name The 
86’ed , well at the time we started I believe there was one bar in town that we could all drink together cos we’d 
been banned from pretty much every other bar , everytime we’d try to go. somewhere it’d be “Well I can’t go in 
there” and someone else would say the same about the next place and the next and every once in a while 
there’d be a "Well shit none of us can go there” so the name The 86’ed just kinda sounded right. 

Whose currently in the band and who does what ? Have there been any line up changes since you formed ? 
The current line up is Magoo - Vocals , Denis - Lead Guitar/Backing Vocals , Adam - Guitar , Me - Bass and 
Kyle - Drums. When we started out we had Jamison - Vocals , Denis - Guitar , Me - Bass and Ray - Drums. 
Ray was the first to go from the original line up , he just had a real bad problem with not being able to hold on 
to his sticks , I swear sometimes at practise it was like we were at a shooting range ! I literally had numerous 
sticks hit my bass at practise so we replaced Ray with Kyle and Kyle has been a great addition to the band. 
Then a few years down the road we started having some issues with Jamison , I think the kid liked drinking 
more than singing , we all love to drink but I think he forgot which one to put first at shows and it just started to 
get bad so we had to replace him. Magoo sang for some other bands in the past and we talked to him and he 
was willing to fill the spot so we stuck with that line up for a while , and it was working out really great , we 
really started to get some things going and then we kinda got into some trouble which lead to Denis going to 
jail for a spell , so while he was away we had our friend George who also played in The Drunks fill in just to help 
us practise and stay together. We didn’t really do anything else during that time , me and Denis started the 
band and we decided that nothing would happen unless we were both there. So after that , Denis got out and 
we liked the way we sounded with two guitarists so George stayed around and we were glad to have him , he 



has a good ear and added to the overall sound. George just left the band a couple of weeks ago due to family 
issues , he left on good terms , gave us plenty of notice and helped teach Adam his parts of the songs. And 
that brings us to our current line up , I like it , it’s just as strong of a line up as ever. 




What bands do you listen to and which (if any) have influenced you the most ? 

Bands we listen to ... god that’s a hell of a list ! Well the ones that pop out would be The Wretched Ones , The 
Bruisers , Cock Sparrer , The Drunks , Street Dogs , The Last Resort , Sheer Terror , Blitz , Turbo A.C.’s , The 
Blasters , Cockney Rejects , Condemned 84 and the list just goes on and on , way to many to list but a lot of 



old Oil and Punk , some old Hardcore and some plain old Rock ‘n’ Roll. I’m sure every band we listen to has 
influenced us to some degree but the ones above are probably the biggest influences. 

What kinda things do you sing about ? Who writes the lyrics and where do the ideas for 'em come from ? 

I’d have to say we sing about the things that life has thrown at us , and the things we do. I wrote every song we 
did up til when Magoo joined the band and he’s since added a couple of songs to the list , but the majority of 
songs are just that , we got our songs about working , drinking , fighting , friends that have died , our country , 
waking up and wondering why and the list goes on... 

Have you got a favourite 86’ed song ? If so , which one and why ? 

I don’t think any of us have a favourite song we do , there are a couple that I like and mean more to me than 
others but I wouldn’t say a ‘favourite’. We got one that will be coming out soon called "A 5 th And A Six” about 
some friends of mine that I’ve known over the years who were either killed or committed suicide , one of which 
sat on the train tracks with a 5 th and a six pack and waited for the train , this is one of the songs that means a 
lot to me. 



Do you write songs on a fairly regular basis ? How does the new stuff go down with the crowd at shows ? 

We try to write new stuff regularly but sometimes it gets hard. We all work full time and then some , we all got 
things in our life other than the band and sometimes life just gets a little crazy , but we do try and we’ve been 
putting more energy into new stuff lately. The new stuff normally goes over quite well , I can't think of anytime 
it hasn’t. People might not get into it as much as the stuff they know but the response seems to always be 
positive. 

Do you play any covers in your set ? 

Yeah we always do one or two covers a set , they always help if we’re playing to a crowd that hasn't heard us 
before , that and they’re songs we like and like to play. 

Have you played many shows ? Can you name some of the bands you’ve played with ? 

Yeah over the years we’ve played our fair share of shows , some good , some okay , but we always try to have 
fun. Let’s see , bands we’ve played with .. we've done shows with Murphys Law , The Wretched Ones , The Blitz 
Super Yobs , Hudson Falcons , The Pug Uglies , The Bluebloods , The Drunks , Dementia 13 , Reason To Fight 
Tommy & The Terrors , Death & Taxes , Nowhere USA , Pure Impact , McGunks , Death Before Dishonour and 
the list goes on .. 

Do you get to play shows on a regular basis ? 



Yeah we’re playing , how regular or irregular the basis is , well that comes and goes. Sometimes we won’t do a 
show for a coupla months and then there are times when we’re doing 2 or so shows a month for a coupla 
months , it’s New England and the shows come and go like the weather. 

From the shows you’ve played so far has there been a favourite ? 

I wouldn’t say a favourite show but there are shows that stand out for different reasons , The Drunks last show 
will always come to mind , Oil Fest was a blast , The Wretched Ones are just great and great people. It was 
good to play with Super Yob and meet Frankie , and then there’s the Blitz show we played , but it’s always a 
blast whether we’re playing with Murphys Law or the local bands we do shows with. 

Whats the funniest thing you’ve seen at a show ? 

I guess that all depends on your idea of funny , we’ve seen everything from bouncers getting bottles over the 
head to this 80 year old guy getting up and doing some weird ass dance , he was quite funny but that show 
also got shut down because of him dancing , but it was damn funny , definatley one of those funny things you 
had to see to get the whole visual ! 

Whats the scene like where you are ? How does it compare to when the-band started out ? Are there any other 
bands worth keeping an eye out for ? 

The scene here isn t too bad , but the number of clubs to play is very limited. There’s a crowd it’s just a matter 
of finding a club to put them in. When we started out things were about the same , there was a period of time 
when this club The Bombshelter was open in town and we had a good thing going there. We could call up and 
book a date at the club , get the line up set for the night , tell the club owner who was playing and then get the 
word out , most shows there went off reasonably well , but they got shut down and since then there really isn’t 
a ‘good’ club to play here. But if you go to Boston then there’s tons of clubs , but there’s also a ton of different 
local bands trying to get in those clubs. Bands worth keeping an eye out for ? .. Definatley there are a lot of 
great Oil/Street Rock bands in the area alone .. The Pug Uglies , The Bluebloods , Nowhere USA , Death And 
Taxes , Reason To Fight , McGunks , The Dents and Dementia 13. 

How about the US as a whole ? And how do you see the scene goin in the future ? 

I’d say the US as a whole is doing good , some cities and states are better than others as far as the scene is 
concerned but that s the way it goes. But I see things getting better , everytime theres a show or a party or 
anything to bring people togther and things go well I think it helps bring more people out the next time. I hope 
the scene in the future is just a bigger and better version of the one we got now. 

What bands around today do you like ? 

Well I still , for the most part , listen to the same bands as I did growing up , but most of them aren’t around 
anymore. One’s around today .. I’d say The Turbo A.C.’s , Headwound , The Wretched Ones , The Slumlords , 
Sons Of Liberty and then the local bands I mentioned before in question 12. There’s more but I’m having a ’ 
brain fart ! 

What don’t you like about the current scene ? 

I’d say the things I don’t like about the scene today is the size of it , that and the lack of places to play. Well 
that and the fact that people in our scene have actually sued clubs , and now those clubs have rules that 
include no dancing , that sucks !! Shows were absolutley crazy when I was growing up and never -did anyone 
ever think about that kinda crap , but things change and sometimes for the worse. 

I heard your 2 tracks on the split 7” with Reason To Fight and really liked 'em , what’d you think of it and whats 
the feedback been like on it ? 

Well first off thanks , it’s always good to hear a positive reaction to something you’ve done. I think it’s a solid 
7” , Reason To Fight leaning towards the older Hardcore sound and us putting up a good ol’ Oi! sound , 
granted we’re different styles I think they work good together. As far as the response to it , it’s all been positive 
I’ve received a number of reviews sent to Denis at ‘United Riot Records’ and they’ve all been very positive , 
hopefully it will stay that way haha ! 

What else have you released besides the split 7” ? And if anyone wants to get hold of anything merch/record 
wise , how do they go about it ? 

As of right now we’ve got our original demo and the split 7” out but that’s just for now ! If anyone wants merch 
I d say hit us up on our MySpace account at www.mvspace.com/86edoi , send us a message , we got the 1 ” , 
the demo , t-shirts and girlie-t’s and some different stickers. But send us a message I will respond ! We don’t 
have paypal or anything like that but we’re not gonna rip anyone off , that definatley won’t help anything , 
we re honest people and work a regular job to earn money. 

Have you got any plans to release anything in the near future ? 

This is actually our current goal , we got about 2 to 3 songs to iron out and then we are off to the studio to do a 

full length , when it s out , who’s putting it out .. if anyone , is all in the air right now but we will be hitting the 
studio very , very soon ! 

Whats the band got planned for the coming months ?

Let’s see , we got a couple of shows coming up , one just got pushed back from September 16 th to who knows « 
when , probably late September or early October and one I believe for October 21 st , not to sure on the date I 
gotta double check that. Then like I said we’re recording the full length really soon and then we’re making 
plans to do a week or so of shows between here and Florida this winter with The Pug Uglies and then again in 
the Summer with The Bluebloods , so that should be a load of fun , but right now that’s it and that’s enough to 
juggle at once !

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Well 1 saw “Razor Bois on My i>paee and liked what I read so deeided that an interview would be in 
order ... Voealist and guitarist Vova , got baek to me and here’s the finished interview 

Well Vova , can you tell us when Razor Bois got together and why ? I know you started out as 
Atomic Pirates , why the name change ? And where did the name Razor Bois come from ? 

Well , we started as Atomic Pirates , the main reason for starting a band was not very original - just to 
play music we love and spread the message. When we started Atomic Pirates we were more Ska-Punk 
orientated , then we wrote some more aggressive stuff and decided to change the name. I had the name 
Razor Bois on my mind for a long time , so it fit perfectly I think and I’d dreamed of starting an Oi! band 
all my life. 

Whats the line up of the band ? Has this changed since you started ? 

The core of the band is me(Vova) - Guitar and Vocals and my brother G - Drums and Vocals. We started 
this band and we’re still here. WeVe had some line up changes because it’s very hard to find people who 
share your love of the music and your political ideas in this country. Those line up problems is one of 
the main reasons why we don’t play very often , it’s a fuckin’ shame. 

How would you describe your music ? And what bands would you say influence Razor Bois ? 

Well , it s simple. We play Ska-Punk and we play Oil. We’re against any form of Fascism / discrimination 
but we’re not PC and we’re not into that dirty crack-whore closet Punk shit. To name a few of the bands 
influences .. Sham 69 , Infa Riot , The 4 Skins , The Blood , The Partisans , The Oppressed , Oi Polloi , 
G.B.H. , The Toasters , Operation Ivy , 7 Seconds , Negative Approach , The Anti Heros , Hardskin , 

Blood For Blood , Warzone , Agnostic Front ... 

What sort of things do you sing about ? Who writes the lyrics and where do the ideas for them 
come from ? 

I write all the lyrics. The stuff from the first CD is the usual Skinhead stuff - songs about having fun at 
shows , making fun of Nazi’s , fashion freaks , hippies and other lame ass losers and some shit based on 
my own experiences - good and bad ! Songs from the new album are gonna be more angiy and political ! 
Yeah , I also need to say that we don’t support violence and violence is bullshit , though sometimes it’s 
the only way to protect yourself or other people. Most people just can’t understand words. I hate violence 
although I have had some trouble with the law because of it. I’ve seen so many kids who have got 
seriously bruised because of stupidity. We’re defmatley not one of those bands that praise violence , 
being Tough’ and beating kids at the shows. 

What’s your favourite Razor Bois song and why ? 

It’s one of the new song’s - we haven’t finished it yet and it still has no name but it’s goin to be a killer in 
my humble opinion ! 




You’ve got a CD out on ‘Give Praise Records’ can you tell us about that ? And what’s the feedback 
been like ? 

Well , Paul from ‘Give Praise’ is a super nice person , with a real passion for Punk Rock music , he put 
out a record of another of our bands - Frank Castle Gonna Break Your Neck ! And when he heard Razor 
Bois he said “Let’s make a CD guys” , so we made it !! 

You’re also on the ‘Insurgence Records’ compilation “Class Pride World Wide 3” , what do you 
think of the album ? 

We were totally surprised when the people from Insurgence’ contacted us and told us that they want 
one of our songs on their compilation. It’s a great honour for us to be on a compilation by one of the 
most active Anti-Fascist labels in the wbrld ! With lots of great bands !! We couldn’t of dreamt about it. 
We’re extremely happy to be on that coiinpilation. Mad props to the Insurgence’ crew !! 

Have you got any releases planned for the near future ? 



Yeah , we have an album in progress. We don’t have a lot of time for it , both of us play in 2 other bands 
now but we hope that the record will be out someday ! It’s goin to be much more aggressive than all our 
previous stuff and much more political. Unfortunatley we still don’t know when we’ll be able to finish it , 
we haven’t practised and played gigs for a long time because of problems with the line up and other shit. 
What’s the scene like in Moscow ? Russia ? What other bands from Russia do you like ? 

In my opinion Russian Punk Rock is still weak and young , you know , you weren’t able to be a Punk in 
the Soviet Union and though there are many other countries that suffered from some political regimes 
they have great scenes. There are lots of commercial dull pop-Punk and Emo bands in Russia , lots of 
rich crushes and fake ass revolutionaries fighting the system with their parents money , preaching the 
things that they don’t evn understand themselves. There are even some Communist Punx and Skins , 
which is a nonsense in this country , in my opinion. Our country suffered so much from the oppressive 
Communist regime and I can’t understand people whose grandparents were being killed and thrown into 
concentration camps by Soviet Fascists sportin’ Soviet symbols now. We hate all forms of discrimination 
but we also have no respect for left wing dogmatics and PC mall Punks. But I think the main problem is 
the fencewalkers. Too many bands feel it’s okay to share the stage with White Power scum , to play for 
the boneheads who parade around the clubs with swastika tattoo’s and beat up kids. The most popular 
word on the Russian Punk scene is ‘APOLITICAL’ , people can’t understand that it’s a shame to shake 
hands with Nazi s , to buy stuff from Nazi friendly labels , to go to the clubs that let Nazi’s in. I had to 
cut out relationships with many people who tried to be my friend and some White Power person’s at the 





same time , the fact that a Fascist is your old buddy’ is no fucking excuse ! Fuck fencewalkers ! 

You take a stand against Fascism do you feel that’s important ? And do you ever get trouble 
because of this ? 

I think it’s extremely important for everyone today to voice his/her opinion against all that Fascist crap 
that’s going on around us - all that nationalism , religious propaganda , homophobia and shit. Here in 
Russia it has grown into something huge. Nazi’s attack people in broad day light and nobody seems to 
care. Last year there was an officially approved Nazi march in the centre of Moscow. It’s interesting that 
the police arrested only Anti-Fascists who were trying to protest peacefully , while a huge crowd of Nazi’s 
marched through the city centre without any problems. There are lot’s of official Nazi organisations in 
Russia which have offices and legal guns. They set up training for their ‘soldiers’. You can find a lot of 
video footage on the internet of the Nazi’s beating down their victims , or the ‘Russian Klansmen’ 
hanging people in the woods. It’s too fucking serious to ignore and the government doesn’t give a fuck. 

In recent times Nazi’s have lolled 2 Anti Facsist activists - Timur Kacharava in St. Petersburg and 
Alexander Ryuhin in Moscow. Antifascist kids are getting tracked all the time , people get knifed at the 
door of their own apartments ! I have many coloured friends and I know what it’s like to have non white 
skin or have an accent in Russia. We get shit not only from boneheads but also from ordinary ‘patriotic’ 
people too. Our band also gets threats , hatemail , we got snitched by some Triends for life’ but we don’t 
give a fuck about Nazi’s and their whores. 

There seems to be a lot of Nazi’s in Russia , why do you think that is ? And what do you think the 
best way is to combat them and make people realise they’re assholes ? 

I think the main reasons are a high level of ignorance , high levels of poverty , right wing government 
propaganda and the fact that the authorities don’t care about people at all. You know , there are a lot of 
different countries on the territory of the former Soviet Union and there’s a lot of national hatred 
between them. I used to face many fuckers who hated me simply because I’m russian (though I don’t 
think of myself as Russian or any other -an - I think people should care less about such things). You’ll 
find nationalists in every country — idiots are everywhere , here in Russia we have our own Russian 
Patriots , obsessed with Hitler and all that crap — I have no idea why they forget that Hitler was killing 
their grandparents ! The strange thing is that it’s extremely popular to be White Power/ Nazi , not only 
amongst some young kids from poor neighbourhoods but also among the rich babies , dancing in luxuiy 
night clubs with daddy’s golden credit card. It’s nonsense but that’s what it’s like in Russia. Only in 
Russia can you find such a phenomenon as Nazi Punks - this country is so retarded and I remember 
times when people who set up Punk and Metal gigs were hiring local Nazi Skinheads as security — that 
was a usual occurrence. The first Punk show I went to in my childhood had that crap , and those 
boneheads were goin to kill me because of my pin with a crossed swastika ! I must give mad props to 
some older Punk who got me out of there , while the rest of the Punks were just standing still and 
watching , I’m sure he saved my life , it’s too bad that I’ve never met him again. I think the best way to 
stop the Nazi threat is to boycott everything that is connected to Nazi shit. Everybody can and must cut 
any links they have to Fascists and the people who support them. And we must make the government 
do something about it , at least to stop allowing official Nazi marches in the centre of the city !! 

Are there many Anti-Fascist bands in Russia ? 

No , not many at all ! If you play in an Anti-Fascist band people hate you so much. Not only the Nazi’s 
but the apolitical’ kids too. So many kids prefer to stay cool with that fencewalking scene and to never 
voice their own political position. 

How do you see it going in the future ? 

I think things are going to get better .. unfortunatley it’s going very slowly. And don’t forget that the 
latest hottest trend of modern Russia is ‘Patriotism’ !! Thanks to the authorities and their media 
machine !! It’s cool to be a crazy ass religious freak , support the president , wave the flag and praise our 
lioly great nation’. 

What’s the gig situation like in Russia ? Do you play many ? 

We don’t play gigs now and don’t practise , because we have problems with line ups and spare time. So 
we have had to miss some great opportunites to play shows here and abroad recently. Anyway we’re 
truly grateful to the people who invited us to play gigs , we hope well be able to do it someday in the 
future. Back in the day we , and our friends , used to set up our own gigs - non profit , all ages and free 
for everybody except Nazi’s and their whore friends. I think it’s the only way to play here cause it’s hard 
to find Punk Rock venues - most of them are commercial shitholes that allow Nazi’s to play. Fuck those 
businessmen. I think that DIY gigs , set up by yourself or your friends , are the best cause you can be 
sure there are no Nazi’s in the crowd , no meatheads and drunk aggressive people who ruin it for the 
kids. 

From the gigs you’ve played so far has there been a favourite ? 

To be honest I don’t know , there hasn’t been enough of them but I liked ‘em all. Playing at a gig is one 
of the best things in life ! 

If you could play with any band in the world who would it be and why ? 
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I’d say Oi Polloi or The Oppressed ! I can’t choose between these 2 bands , they’ve both influenced mv 
life a lot ! They are my heroes. 

Have you played any gigs outside of Russia ? 

Unfortunatley , we haven’t yet. We have got many letters from all over the world who wanna set up a gig 
for us in their country. Mad props to all those people for their support !! But we still haven’t managed to 
play abroad - that’s a fucking shame. We have problems with the line up , problems with time and 
money. But we hope we’ll make it to Europe soon !! 

What’s next for Razor Bois ? 

We hope to sort out the line up problem , start practising again , finish the new album , play some local 
gigs and finally tour Europe !! That would be awesome ! I hope it’s going to happen soon ! But it depends 
on many factors. 



Any messages Vova ? 

Thanks a lot for your support , man !! We appreciate it !! props to ‘Give Praise Records’ and insurgence 
Records’ ! And to everyone who reads this .. Fight ignorance , not each other guys !

STEEL CITY SKIMS 


Well I caught Maddog Surrender on their split 7" with NJ Hardcore outfit The Offenders and liked 

what I heard and thought that an interview was definatley in order So off went a few 

questions and back came the answers through the bands vocalist and lead guitarist Brent.... 

Right then Brent , how'd it all start ? When did you form and why ? 

The band formed in January of 1999. 1 started the band to play the type of music that I wanted to hear. I 
always wanted to play Oi! but could never find other people willing to play Oi!. 

And where'd the name come from ? 

The story behind the name is not that interesting. The rumours of where the name came from are much 
more interesting , one member of a local Punk band told me that he had heard that I had named the band 
after being attacked by a police dog after resisting arrest. Some believe that it come's from certain band 
member's love for MD 20/ 20 wine. It really is a bum wine , but it has been become ritual before shows to 
drink it. Certain members love it , others hate it ! 

What's the line up of the band ? Has it changed much since you started ? 

Our current line up is Mugs - Bass/ Vocals , Monto - Rhythm Guitar , Roger - Drums and me (Brent) - 
Vocals/Lead Guitar. In the beginning it was just 3 of us , Roger , me and our original bassist Tom . Tom 
left the band to become a monk , I wish I were kidding , but best of luck to him. While Tom was still in 
the band in 2003 - 2004 we also acquired Adam Surrender on Rhythm Guitar. After we knew Tom was 
on the outs , we added Mugs. Adam left to join another band (Common Voice) in 2005 and we replaced 
him with Monto , a longtime friend of the band mates . 

Had any of you played in bands before joining Maddog Surrender ? 

Dave and Roger were both in Strychnine and The Rat Traps (American HC/Punk band) during the same 
era. Dave has been a staple as both a singer and bass player in many local HC bands since the 80's. Most 
notably Constraint , Mugface , Forthright and mr. Yuk. I hopped around from many bands from the late 
80' s up until Maddog Surrender in 1999. 1 started when I was 12 , but nothing matters as much as 
Maddog. Monto played as a Bass player in some Seattle bands , most notably , the true original Dead End 
Boys. 

What bands would you say influence your sound ? 

Our influences are of a wide variety. Some of us draw from early American Hardcore , original Brit Punk 
and of course classic Oi! , both UK and US. We also like true roots American Garage. Thrown altogether , 
you get Maddog Surrender. 

Who write's the lyric's and where do the idea's for 'em come from ? 

I write most of the lyrics , but not entirely . Roger has penned his own original tune and contributes to 
song structure. Dave has helped me tie up a lot of loose ends in songs. The song idea's come from what I 
grew up knowing and what has influenced my life. My dad was the typical factory worker who busted 
his balls for little money and gratification , but still did well by his family. I admire the man and learned 
a lot of hard lessons by him. So the music is typical working class themes , but they are more like 
snapshots from shit that I actually expeienced in my life. So there really is no shortage of material. We 
have one or two nothing to do with anything. "The Butcher" is a song I wrote after staying up all night 
watching a TV special on 'Jack The Ripper' and doing so when I was extremely drunk. 

Have you got a favourite Maddog Surrender song ? if so , which one and why ? 

My favourite Maddog song is really a tie between "Among The Mindless" apd "War Machine". "Among 
The Mindless" , strictly in my opinion , is both lyrically and structurally , the best I have done as a song 
writer. War Machine is just pure anger and aggression. That recording best represents what type of 
sound , rawness and energy you get from us at a live gig. 

What s the scene like in Bethlehem ? Any other bands worth knowing about ? And what about 
Philadelphia as a whole ? 

Bethlehem doesn't have a scene , but our sister city of Allentown just hosted a national Oi! Festival , but 
the scene is slowly dying due to bad promoters and the typical scene conflict shit. Philly hasn't been very 


good in years. Most of the bands from there have been coming up here lately , hence a large reason for 0 

the scene revival in the early and mid parts of last year. New Jersey has always been rather consistent. 



Old bands stick around there and the fans follow them for a long time. Most notable are The Wretched 
Ones , Niblick Henbane and Broken Heroes. Limecell and Sons Of Liberty are the best of Philly , and 
from our area you have 21 Rounds , Ambergris , The Slamhounds , Dead End Drive , The Project , 
Common Voice and Maddog. 

Whats your thoughts on the current American scene ? And how do you see it goin in the future ? 

The American scene will always survive in local pockets of interest. There has always been your West 
Coast sound scene and East Coast scene. Both coasts have been great for years. San Francisco and LA 
have always produced good bands. I am partially to our East Coast scene. I grew up on these bands out 
here , I always felt that the tone of the East Coast bands were more raw and aggressive and less melodic. 
But that isn't really true for the current movement of Oi!. You can't just listen to a band anymore and 
guess where they are from , The US Roughnecks are hard as nails and they are from the West Coast. 
Right now there are a lot of great bands coming from the South and the Midwest. So I guess the 
American scene is evolving and growing again. 

You've played a fair few shows , has there been a favourite ? 

I loved a show that we played in Clifton in New Jersey. It was at a club called 'Connections'. The crowd 
was really into us and they'd never saw us before. But in general , I love playing shows where people are 
singing along to the songs that we have never released as a record. 

And from the bands you've played with have there been any that have really impressed you ? 

21 Rounds are a great classic sounding Punk band from our area. I am very impressed when I see them 
live. Niblick Henbane have been the nicest guys we have ever played a gig with. I am just very 

impressed that they still do what they do at such a level perfection. They are one of my all time favourite 
bands. 
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Do you play many out of state shows ? 

We don't play a whole lot of out of state shows presently , but there was a time when we could only play 
out of state. We are open to all gig offers ! 

You've not long released a split 7" with NJ's The Offenders , what's the feedback been like on that ? 

I love our release with The Offenders. They are a great HC band and great guys. People really seem to 
like this release. 

What else have you released ? And is there anything in the pipeline ? 

We only have one other split and a demo released to date. We do have a full length that was recorded 
almost 3 years ago , but there have been numerous reasons why it has not been released to date. It's 
really out of our control at this point , so to date , the split with The Offenders is the best we have to offer. 

Whats next for Maddog Surrender ? 

We are going to record a new CD very soon , so look out for it.

WHO THE PUCK ARE YOU?! 

As I’ve been saying time and time again , Germany has some of the best Punk / Oi! bands around and I would 
most certainly include The Higgins in that .. Guitarist / Vocalist Tobi got in touch about an interview ( Cheers 
Olaf !!) and what follows is the end result ... I just oughta point out that since I done the interview I have heard 
The Higgins album and thought it was one of the best Pd heard in a fuckin' long while .. anyways ... 

When did the band form and why Z 

Tobi - We formed in 1997 when my old band split up. It was Franky and me playing there and Kaktus was our mate 
and we knew that he was playing bass. And after another friend told us that a young Punk Rock drummer was 
searching for a band we met Buddy and that was that. 

What was the original line up Z And what's the line up now Z Have you had many problems with line up changes Z 

Tobi - short version or long version ZZZZ Okay , here's the long version .. Franky (guitar/vocals) , Kaktus (bass/vocals) , 
Buddy (drums) and Tobi (guitar/vocals) was the original line up. In 2002 Buddy told us before a gig that he was going 
to Kenya for a while and we asked Dario who played bass in a Ska band called Spicy Roots to play the drums. After a 
year Buddy came back but we didn’t want to kick dario out of the band so I quit playing the guitar and Dario took 
over the guitar (on which he is a genuis !!!). Then Dario left The Higgins because he started his own Psychobilly/ 
Punkrock band The Tonymontanas and because I can’t play the guitar as well as Dario we asked Chunter if he wanted 
to join us and this is the line up now. Meanwhile Buddy once again went to kenya and moved to Hamburg for a year 
and then back here so there was also Joe , a drummer-slut from our hometown who plays in every group that needs a 
drummer , who played with us .. 

Who thought of the name The Higgins and where did it come from Z 

Tobi - You re not the first person to ask that ! We were together for 3 months and the first 3 shows were already 
scheduled. And there was this guy from East Germany who wanted to start the promotion for the gig , so he called me 
twice a day to ask if we’d finally found a name. We were all sitting in my living room and couldn't think of a name 
when my girlfriend asked “What about The Higgins" ? , because Magnum the TV series was on - that’s it !! 

What kind of things do you sing about Z Who writes the lyrics and where do their ideas come from Z 
Tobi - It s usually me writing the lyrics. To be honest there aren't any lyrics written down before we go to the studio 
and record the songs !! Of every song we have an idea what it should be about which depends on the character of the 
song. And Franky (who writes the music for most of our songs) sometimes has ideas what songs should be about and 
gives me ideas (which are mostly crap anyway !!). But the lyrics I write later. The songs are mostly about personal 
things but I think you can also link them to social or political things. I also like to write little stories with a lot of place 
for interpretation for the people who listen to the songs. 

What bands would you say influence your music Z 

Tobi - In the beginning it was bands like The Business and Oxymoron or old school hardcore like Cro-Mags and 7 
Seconds that influenced me personally. Now I listen to a lot of different music like Ska , Northern Soul , Surf or even 
Jazz and I don’t really know if any band influences The Higgins. 

Kaktus - I think every musician is influenced by the bands to which he listened to in his youth. So I think I’m 
influenced by old school Hardcore bands like Spermbirds , Gorilla Biscuits , 7 Seconds .. and Punk bands like The 
Clash , Ramones , Dead Kennedys , Misfits .. and of course German bands like Slime and Toxoplasma .. But I don’t 
know if they really influenced the music we play with The Higgins. Perhaps The Ramones because of the simple song 
structures but then which Punk band isn’t influenced by The Ramones ?!... 

Buddy - Bands who know how to play fast (maybe The Ramones). 

Franky - Scorpions (I’m not kidding !!). 

Have you got a favourite Higgins song Z If so , which one and why Z 

Tobi - My favourite at the moment is a new one called “Guilty” because it’s completely different to the things we have 
done before ! 

Kaktus - At the moment I like a fairly new song called “They Fought The Law" most because although it’s a really 
simple song , it s very powerful and Chunter plays a pretty cool guitar tune during the whole song. 

Buddy - Waiting For My Baby” because it comes from the beginning of The Higgins.

Franky - Like Kaktus my favourite is “They Fought The Law”. 



Whats the scene like in Stuttgart 7 And how do you see it going in the future 7 

Tobi - Actually I have to say that were not originally from Stuttgart but from Aalen which is 50 miles to the East of 
Stuttgart. There s no scene except for 1 or 2 unknown bands and the gigs that we organise at a music club there. A 
really good scene is in Schwaebisch Gmuend which is 20 miles away. There’s an independent youth club there called 
Esperanza that has a lot of highly motivated young people who not only play in bands but organise gigs for different 
kinds of music and also do political work. (The rest you can read in my article about the Stuttgart scene !) 

Which bands from Stuttgart would you say are ones to look out for 7 

Tobi - My favourite Punk Rock bands are Tonymontanas , Freiboiter , Waerthers Schlechte and Guerilla. I also like 
Spicy Roots (Ska). Look out for Riot Brigade a young Streetpunk band who seem to be the next big thing exported 
from Stuttgart ! Not to forget 2 ‘new’ bands with old friends of ours who have played in different bands. There’s Dead 
In Plastic (before they were called The Hyperactives and it’s the former band of our guitarist Chunter) and Social 
Maniacs (2 ex members of the legendary Stuttgart Streetpunk band Bitch Boys). They play famous Rock / Pop songs 
in a Punk style and have started writing their own songs. 

Kaktus - My favourite bands from Stuttgart are also Tonymontanas , Guerilla , freiboiter and Waerthers Schlechte. 

It’s sad that The Bitch Boys don’t exist anymore , but like Tobi said The Social Maniacs are also pretty good. 

The German scene as a whole seems to be healthy and growing all the time , what are your thoughts on it 7 And 
where would you like to see it go from here 7 

Kaktus - If you talk to people or members of bands from other countries , we can be considered lucky in Germany. I 
think we have got perhaps the biggest and best organised Punk scene in Europe. I hope it continues like that ! 

Tobi - That’s it ! I think we just have to be careful that the scene doesn’t split up into different groups who fight each 
other , mostly because of little political differences. But like Kaktus said the scene , especially in South Germany , is 
quite good !! 

Which German bands around at the moment do you like 7 How bout bands from elsewhere 7 

Kaktus - My favourite German band at the moment is Trend. At the moment I’m also listening to The Movement 
(DK) , Tight Finks (CH) , The Pricks (NOR) , Unseen (USA) and Horrorpops (USA). , 

Buddy - The Movement from Denmark are great ! 

Franky - I like 2 groups which are from our area called Primitive Society and Rote Kapelle. 

Tobi - I don’t really have the time and the money to listen to all the new bands anymore. I also like The Movement 
and The Tight Finks from Switzerland are great too. And at the moment I’m listening to the last EP of The Psuedo 
heroes from the USA , they toured with us in 2004. 

You’ve played a fair few gigs , has there been a favourite 7 If so , which one and why 7 

Kaktus - There are some gigs which are very remarkable for me. Of course , our first gig , the last gig of our tour with 





Schizosturm in Heidenheim 2003 , because I think that evening we played our set almost perfectly and kicked the 
audience in the ass ! Then a gig in Hamburg 2004 because the crowd went totally crazy and our single release party in 

200j with Rejected Youth , Backslide and 4 other bands , because it was a really big party with lots of people and 
friends. 

Tobi - Except those gigs I think the gig in Nantes (France) on our last tour was fantastic. The audience was so 
unbelievable ! Then we also have a Ramones cover band called Los Commandos. We just play once a year in our 
favourite pub. The first time we did this it was like hell !!!! The people went mad and the little pub had to be 
renovated after our show .. 

Franky - The first time we played as Lds Commandos !!!! 

Buddy - The last gig of our first tour irj Germany. We played in a small club near our hometown. It was just like 
coming home from a long curious journey and having a welcome home party ! 



From the bands you've seen live / played with , who have impressed you the most ? 

Kaktus - The Movement because they are really great musicians and The Spermbirds because they are heroes from my 

youth , so it was a great honour to be their support band in Nuremberg 2004 - besides that they still kick ass and blew 
us from the stage ... 

Franky - I’m a little bit disappointed with some of the bands from England. 

Buddy - Menace (respect the old heroes) ! 

Tobi - Tight Finks and UK Subs were cool too ! 


You take a very Anti Fascist stance , do you think it’s important to say where you stand from the outset 1 
Tobi - Yes it is very important ! The Higgins don’t play in front of Nazi’s - there’s no way ! I know that the scene in 
some other countries is different but there can’t be any tolerance of fascist idea’s . especially here in Germany with our 
historical background !! 

Whats the Anti Fascist movement like in Stuttgart ? Germany as a whole ? 

Tobi - In Stuttgart , like in many cities , it's good even though I have the impression that it’s lost some of it’s power in 
Germany. You know , I personally can’t go to every demonstration against Nazi meetings anymore because I just don’t 
have the time !! But on the other hand there are a lot of young people who get active in the movement ! 

What do you think the best way is to get the Anti fascist message across ? 

Kaktus - I think the most important thing is to get the message across , in whatever way. 

Tobi - That s it ! In every day life , in the streets and on the train or wherever ! When somebody talks shit you have to 
stand up and say that they re talking crap and I think that’s important because many people often think the same and 
just don t say anything. In my opinion music is also important but there’s no need to sing Anti-Fascist songs in front 
of a Anti-Racist/Left Wing audience because they already think this, way !

There s a lot of Anti Fascist bands , labels etc •» these days , what do you think of this and do you see it growing ? 

Kaktus - It s very important to have them because at the moment the Nazi bands and labels in Germany are growing. 
They invest a lot of money in bands etc .. because they think it’s the best medium to get young members for their 
stupid idealogy. For example , they produced a CD with Fascist bands on it and gave it away for free in school yards. 

It s a new tactic of their s to hook young kids because at this age they’re easier to influence and they will be voters in a 
few years. So it’s very important to show the young kids how stupid it is to follow those wankers and that they have an 
alternative .. in my opinion music is the best way to get this message across. 

What have the band released to date ? Is there any releases in the pipeline ? 

Tobi - ^X^e released our first EP called Sad Boy in 2002. It took us a very long time because we are not very good at 
promoting things and all that stuff and it needed the help of Keks and Matze from Rejected Youth (RIP) to get us to 
the studio and record something. Then in 2004 Matze’s label ‘Msml279’ released our album “Who The Fuck Are 
You ?! on CD with the EP on it and the Stuttgart label ‘Red Giant Records’ released the LP with a bonus track on it 
that’s not on the CD. At the moment we are working on our second album which we’ll record in October and it 
should be out in January 2007 . Then it’s the 10 th anniversary of the band next year so we want to release something 
that shows what we’ve done since the band started but we don’t really know what yet ...

Buddy - Don’t worry be happy ! 

Kaktus - Thanks ! 

Well thanks to Tobi , Kaktus , Buddy and Franky for taking the time to answer the questions , nice one and much 
appreciated !! Looking forward to hearing more of The Higgins lads , so hurry up with that second album !!!!

was sometbewg that just bad to be dowe !! Based In, Miami tbe band , aLow0 with slcfe of Society , 
Flwd Them to Fight Them , Luck Scars etc .. are lw the forefront of Florida’s, oil/ Hardcore scent ... so 
awyways vocalist Remy got back to me with the answers a^d here's the finished article .... 


Well first question is how did the Orlando Hooligan Fest go ? What bands impressed you ? 

The Orlando Fest went well. We got a great reaction from the crowd , more than we expected. I 
think more people are getting to know us. We were very surprised with all the bands that played 
because all of them were really good ! Barricade , Razor Blade Hand Grenade , Alleged Bricks , 
Lucky Scars , Hellhounds .. It was one great band after the other ! Cheers to the S.O.S. crew for 
getting such a great fucking line up ! ! ! 

I know that you played the Orlando Anti-Racist Fest earlier this year , how’d your set go down ? 
And how do you think the Fest went overall ? 

We had a really good time that day. First time we played Orlando. We didn’t know what to expect 
because it was our first show out of the Miami area and with the new line up. We were waiting to 
play there for a long time , always something happened and shows got cancelled . you know 
hurricanes and shit or we just couldn’t make it. We got a good response from the people that 
night. At the end it was worthwhile because we sounded much better. Overall the fest went really 
well , a lot of people from all over Florida showed up and that was really amazing. 

Do you play shows regularly ? Have you got a favourite show to date ? 

Lately we’ve played quite a few shows but we don’t usually play so much as that. We think so far 
the Anti-Racist Fest and one at Churchill s (Miami) with I.R.A. from Colombia are our favourites. 
In those 2 shows we sounded much better and also the crowd knew us a little more too , that 
helped. 

You sing in Spanish , do you have any songs in English ? Or do you plan on any ? 

We have one song in English. We are definatley planning to write more. Now that we have a solid 
line up it’s easier to start working on songs in English. We worked on Spanish first because we 
were just getting started as a band and getting to know each other as band members too .. also 
since we are all Spanish ... That’s why most of the cover’s we play are in English so they don’t get 
bored hahaha ! 

Who writes the lyrics ? Where do they get their idea’s from ? And what kinda things do you sing 
about ? 


I (Remy) write most of the lyrics. Omar (our first drummer) also did a couple and now Jose 
(guitar player) is helping out too. Basically we get the ideas from everyday life , past experiences , 
books or whatever motivates us to write something. The songs are about immigration , our 
Hispanic heritage , football , the war , violence .. mainly showing non-conformity to all this shit 
that goes on in the world nowadays. 

Have you got a favourite Los Greenkardz song ? If so , which one and why ? 

My favourite song is “Rock De Intentidad” , because of the lyrics and it’s simplicity. It’s a song 
that I wrote for my country at the beginning , but then I had to change the lyrics a little bit so it 



fitted everybody. Probably that’s why I like it more than the others. But most of the people at the 
shows like “Gente Demente”. 

So going back , when and did the band form ? And where’d the name come from ? 

We started around the end of 1999/beginning of 2000 with just Mafe (guitar) and myself Remy 
on vocals playing covers in our houses with the idea of starting a band. Then in 2002 Omar from 
Da Pingaz of Puerto Rico joined us on drums (it was really a drum machine) and we formed Los 
Greenkardz. Since then it’s been a little complicated to get the band going. Our latest line up was 
completed in March 2006 , things have been going really well since then ... and we are not 
stopping. The name came just like that , one day fucking around at Omar’s apartment looking for 
a damn name. First we were gonna be Los Immigrants , but then after many beer sessions and 
serious thinking we decided on Los Greenkardz , even though not all of us have it hahaha ! ! 
Whats the current line up of the band ? Have you had many line up changes ? 

We have had many line up changes , especially drummers and bass players. The current line up 
is Mafe - 1st guitar , Leo - drums , Camilo - bass , Jose - 2nd guitar and Remy - vocals. 



What bands do you listen to ? And which would you say influence your music ? 

I think there are too many bands to list ‘em all ! each one of us has many different influences. 
Cock Sparrer , Eskorbuto , R.I.P. , La Polla , La Pestilencia , Leusemia , I.R.A. , Iron Maiden , 
Slayer , Sepultura , Eutanasia , The Clash , The Krays , Tainada , Dexconcierto , Asta-Kask , 
Antidote (Holland) , The Adicts , Comando Suicida , Attaque 77 ... Just to name a few ! 

How would you describe your music ? 

Tropical Streetpunk - Oi! - Hardcore - Metal ballads haha ! 

Have you released anything to date ? Any plans to release anything in the near future ? 

We just released our first demo “Miami Oi! machine”. We recorded 4 songs. We are working on 
more songs and we are planning to record again soon , songs in English too by the way ! And if 
everything goes well we’ll have the album out by the end of the year. 

Whats the scene like in Miami ? What other bands are worth checking out ? 

Miami has a small scene , not too many people go to the Oi! and Punk shows. It’s more of a 
Hardcore and Rockabilly/Psychobilly scene. Many more people go to those kind of shows. There 
are some pretty good bands around here like Howitzer , Sick Of Society , Hellhounds , DNME , 
Irish Car Bomb , Find them To Fight Them , Middle Finger Mob and many more. Those are the 
ones that I can remember at the moment. 

How about Florida as a whole ? And how would you like to see the scene go in the future ? 

I think it’s the same everywhere in Florida. Everybody has a little scene. What we need to do is 
unite all the scenes and make it happen. More organisation and shows like the Anti-Racist and 
Hooligan Fest. Otherwise we’ll get nowhere. It’s all about supporting your local bands... 



And what do you think of the U.S. scene as a whole ? What bands around in the country do you *• 
like at the moment ? 

The U.S. has a pretty big scene there’s no doubt about it , CA and NY are just an example. We like , 
bands like the Templars , Bonecrusher , The Krays , Complete Control , Tainada ... too manv to 
list them all ... 

Do you get to play many outta state shows ? 

Not yet. That’s in our plans. We also wanna play Latin America. 

What’s the best palce in Miami to catch a show / get a beer ? 

I think probably Churchill’s , it’s the only good place so far. But you also have The Tavern (on 
Sundays) and the Poorhouse in Ft. Lauderdale that are pretty cool too and close to Miami. 



Whats next for Los Greenkardz ? 

For now just to record our album , send out demo’s and try to play out of the state. 

Any messages ? 

Thanks for the interview , it was really cool. Cheers to all our friends and all the bands we have 

played with ... And for all the people , go and support your local bands ! Unite and organise !!! 
Cheers !

Basically 1 used to get kicked out of -pubs and clubs for being too drunk so It came from that really 
butthew whew we see our name on a flyer or poster thew we have a little snigger about the fact that you 
ca w't come lw (this Is the end by The specials!).

Awy messages ? 

just remember they 're sewtto try us ! Awd It's always gravy ! R.ude Boy ! 
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When Sean contacted me and asked for an interview with my band for 'Oi! Warning' , he wanted to 
know if I knew any other bands to feature. For sure I know ! But there are so many that it would be 
impossible for Sean to feature them all. That's why I proposed an article about the music scene in and 
around Stuttgart. First of all I want to say that the selection of bands and places is very personal. Altho' I 
have been going to shows for more than 15 year's other people might see thing's differently and would 
perhaps choose other bands. I decided to reduce this write up to the bands I know personally or the one's 
we've played with , otherwise I'd have to write a book about Punk Rock in Stuttgart (good idea actually). 
That's also why I haven't written about the fanzines , record labels and clubs .. but let's start . . . 

I don't want to write too much about the 'big' bands like NORMABL ( www.normahl.del who were very 
popular in the '80s or WIZO - who were even more popular later. WIZO did their goodbye show last 
year and NORMAHL got together again a couple of years ago. Another band you might have heard of is 
back too .. the Ska band NO SPORTS (who wrote that SHARP Skin anthem "Stay Rude Stay Rebel") 
they are now called NU-SPORTS ( www.nu-sports.del . I haven't seen them yet but people have told me 
that they're still brilliant !! Talking of Ska bands I'd like to mention 2 more bands , for around 15 years 
SPICY ROOTS ( www.spicyroots.del have played great Ska music !! Their sound used to be typically 
modem Ska and their live shows were terrific !! Now 3 members have left the band and the music has 
changed to more a melodic sound (they were touring with THE HOTKNIVES a few years ago and you 
can hear this in their music ..) although it's still of a very high quality. Then there are THE LOST 
BANDITOZ ( www.thelostbanditoz.del with Hans from FREIBOITER on bass. They also play pretty 
good Ska and their 2005 album called 'Bar" sounds great ! But let's now talk about the underground and 
Punk Rock.. I want to start with a group that unfortunatley doesn't exist any more. Stuttgart's king's of 



Stieetpunk THE BITCH BOYS. I've just seen that their site is still online so you can check them out 
(www .bitc hboys.de) . Formerly known as RAMSES AND THE HOOLIGANS the band formed in 1996 
and their music can be described as hard and aggressive working class Stieetpunk whilst still being 
melodic , simple but extremely good !! The drummer Schmier and Hahnie , the guitarist , started a new 
band called SOCIAL MANIACS ( www.social-maniacs.de) 2 years ago. First they played cover versions 
of famous Pop/Rock songs in a Punkrock style and they did a really good job because of the great female 
voice of vocalist Sabrain. Now they've begun to develop their own style. Bass player Ralle and the 
original singer of THE BITCH BOYS have just started a new band called BURNING BASTARDS , I 
haven't heard them yet but the line up sounds interesting. An even older band are WAERTER'S 
SCHLECHTE their website also has an English version ( www.waerters.coml . The band have been 



playing melodic Streetpunk with both English and German lyric's since 1991. .and so they are not just one 
of the best but also the oldest Punk bands in Stuttgart I think !! I'd also like to recommend to all of you 



the TONY MONTANAS ( www.tonymontanas.del . Even though they consider themselves to be more of 
a Psychobilly band , their style and their attitude is not so pure. It has to be said that the crowd at their 
shows is also totally mixed and when you have a look at the other bands the members used to play in 
The Higgins , Spicy Roots , XXX ... you can see where all the different influences of the bands' music has 
come from. I always enjoy their shows and records because the music is played perfectly , they have 
great melodies and it's more powerful than most of the other Psychobilly bands ! Like you have seen we 
have been leaving the Skinhead music styles but a few words about GUERILLA 
( www.guerilla.antifa.nef) must be said., the band plays extremely fast and hard 'in yer face' Punk / 
Hardcore with very political lyrics. During their live shows they wear balaclavas to hide their identities 



to protect themselves against state repression. Live shows of GUERILLA always impress me deeply 
because of their strength and the power that they carry through with their music. On their second album

"A Call To Arms" the lyric's are mostly in English and the music changed from German Punk (first 
album "Virus Macht") to hardcore. Let's now look at the 'younger lads' .. the biggest newcomers are 
RIOT BRIGADE . They have just released their first album "Here's Our Answer" on 'Msml279' records 
( www.msml279records.com) and their mixture of '80s Punk and modem Hardcore is really powerful. 
The last Stuttgart band I want to write about is DEAD IN PLASTIC ( www.deadinplastic.de) , their 


singer Steve Negative has been palying in different bands for ages and he's still full of pure energy on 
stage ! Meanwhile he found a new line up for his band and at the moment DEAD IN PLASTIC are 
trying to release their first album themselves because they couldn't find a record company. We're now 
leaving Stuttgart to have a short look at the area where I originally come from. About 40 miles to the east 
there s a small town called Schwaebisch Gmuend. During the past 5 years a really cool Punk scene has 
been established around the independent social centre 'Esperanza' ( www , schwaebisch- 
gmuend.de/1498.php) . there are always great shows and parties going on and the young lads have just 
started their band PRIMITIVE SOCIETY ( www.primitivesocietv.de) and their record label 'SIEMPRE 
CONTRA RECORDS' ( www.siempre-contra.de) . Well for now this should be enough !! I know that 
there are many more bands I should write about but I hope that I've given you a small insight into the 
music scene over here. Check out the sites of the bands , there should be free mp3's on them and perhaps 
some of them will make their way to a town near you one day !! (TOBI HIGGINS )

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Well United Front are a product of the Scottish Skinhead/Punk scene and along with the likes of On File , Bakers Dozen , Splinter .. are keeping 
the scene up in bonnie Scotland alive and kicking ... I thought it’d be a good idea to find out more aboot (see I speak Scottish !) them .. take 
it away Nick .. 


Rightio Nick f when did United Front form and why ? And where’d the name come from ? 

Hi Sean , and cheers for the interview. United Front has been going in one form or another since ’96. The name is about unity but was being 
used before I got to the band , Kev and Davie came up with it. We’ve had people thinking we’re Nazi's because to their mind it sounds like 
National Front and amazingly enough the other day I was accused of playing in a Commie band because apparently the name United Front had 
something to do with a Communist tactic in the second world war (?) , seems you can’t keep anyone happy so we don’t try ! 

What’s the current line up of the band ? 

Here , I heard a good story the other day that when the band first started rehearsing it was in a church or community centre where disabled 
kids used to go , and Davie broke one of the keyboards in this place and rather than own up they blamed it on the disabled kids ! Hahaha ! 
What a bunch of cunts ! I m the most recent edition about 5 years ago , but Kev , Davie and the two Jim’s have been going at it for years. 

Had any of you been in bands before joining UF ? 

Not worth mentioning. The others have pretty much been in the band since they started playing music. 

What bands would you say have most influenced your music/attitude ? 

I suppose earlier it was Blitz , Upstarts , The Oppressed and The 4 Skins , now a wide range of Streetpunk. Davie and Kev like a lot of American 
Oi! and Streetpunk , I prefer European stuff. We don’t listen to hardcore much although at least one person has accused us of being a 
Hardcore band , it's just we play all our stuff with a fair pace , probably ‘cos our drummer used to be a Psychobilly and it sounds wrong to go 
too slow. 

Who writes the lyrics and where do the idea’s for them come from ? 

I have no clue where Kev gets some of his idea’s. The aliens ! Nah they’re all about his life and experiences. It’s all fairly self explanatory if 
you read the lyric’s. 

Have you got a favourite UF track ? If so which one and why ? 

My favourite one is “You And Me” ‘cos it always’s get’s people going. New ones that haven’t been recorded yet include “Far From Done” and 
“Old Scars” , hopefully we can do them justice in the studio. 

Have you written much new material ? How does it go down at gigs and how does it compare to your older stuff ? 

We have stacks of new stuff that we are gradually recording. It’s just the time it takes that is slowing us down , we reckon to get 3 tracks done 
in a weekend , and then we have ones recorded that we don’t like for one reason or another. Maybe we’re too critical but we could have had an 
album out ages ago but we thought “nah that’s not good enough” so we just keep recording. That’s for the ‘Singles and Rarities’ triple album 
in 10 years time ! 

Your only hometown gig is the annual ‘Oi! In The Dark Festival’ , for anyone who ain't been what’s it like ? 

Well it started three years ago , we used to do a club night called ‘Hooligan!’ which was in pub basements and then we did one the same 
weekend as ‘T In The Park’. Last 2 years it has been at ‘The Soundhaus’ but sadly the last one wasn’t very well attended , we needed 1 00 
people to break even but got about 85. We ended up we couldn’t pay all the bands a decent amount and that is always a shitty situation to be 
in. We should do another next year though. 

And why do you only play 1 hometown gig a year ? What’s it like for gigs in your area / Scotland as a whole ? 

Recently it has just been because we wanted to concentrate on recording and we aren’t very good at multi-tasking , it’s gotta be one thing or 
another , either we are blitzing the set for playing live every week or we are concentrating on writing/recording new stuff. We all work so if 
someone can t make practice one week it can slow everything up. It’s not really worth interrupting the schedule to play to 2 men and a dog in 



some pub , we’d rather make an event of it and play infrequently. We may be able to play more local gigs now we have a lot more tunes 
recorded. We were offered the support for The Exploited but 3 of us are barred from The Cathouse’ so it would have been embarrasing to turn 
up and get chucked out before the gig starts ! ! 

What's the scene like North of the border ? Any bands we should be looking out for ? 

Bakers Dozen have a new album out “Sent Down” , which looks like it’s gonna be good. Wasted Nation have their first out as well and it’s 
pretty good. On File and Bakers Dozen are due to record a split soon on ‘Step-1 ’ which I can’t wait to hear , there’s not been any new On File 
stuff for a good while. Locally , UK Deathcharge are a very under-rated band , but they are really tight. 

And whats your thoughts on the UK scene as a whole ? Any bands we should be looking out for ? 



Well I think although everyone wants it to be bigger , if it suddenly blew up as the ‘next big thing’ then , let’s be honest , we’d all hate it !! 
Imagine all the Emo kids becoming Punks and Skins overnight and MTV started playing Perkele and Discipline ... all us old bastards would 
moan like fuck. But seriously , the scene in places like Germany seems to be really good but still underground and it would be nice to see that 
kind of vibe over here. 

What’s the best / worst thing about today’s scene in your opinion ? 

The worst thing about the Glasgow scene is the shitty clubs that have barred us ! It’s also a shame that Morecambe has finished , but ‘The 
Speedfreaks Ball’ sounds good , if I wasn’t skint I’d go in November. Hopefully now that ‘Wasted’ is finished there will be room for something 
new to start up. I’d love to see Cock Sparrer again , maybe they’ll get booked in Europe somewhere instead , it’s always more fun to travel for 
gigs. Also within the Skinhead scene over in Europe there seems to be a lot of dodgy politics and people trying to pin one label or another on 
you. Like “you played with that band who once played the same venue as a band who lived next door to a Nazi” , it all get’s a bit petty 
sometime’s but it goes with the tenitory , it’s something that will affect most Oil bands at some time I think. Like we did the SHARP split with 
The Oppressed and for that some people would have us (and them) down as left-wing or ‘red’ ; other people think we’re right-wing , as I say 
we’ve had everything thrown at us. Some people have a very simplistic view of the world - Nazi’s label Anti-Racist’s as ‘Reds’ and some on the 
extreme left think all Skinheads must be closet fascists. They want easy solutions ‘cos their little brains can’t handle those big idea’s. It usually 
boils down to ‘if everyone thought like me then there wouldn’t be a problem’. The world isn’t black and white - you couldn’t call George Bush 
or Tony Blair ‘Left’ even though the Republican party and Labour are against racism. And is it really ‘Right-wing’ to support vigilante attacks on 
paedophiles and rapists ? It’s better to take everyone you meet at face value because everyone will have their different opinions , and our 
band are no different. Having said that , I don’t like the non-political “let’s all just drink and forget our differences” stance that some people 
have. I think if someone’s mouthing off then they should expect to find people who don’t like it. If someone’s wearing a White Power t-shirt , 
or a Stalinist or Al-Queada shirt for that matter , then people should put them in their place rather than turning a blind eye. Punk has always 
had politic’s in it , that’s part of the parcel and I’d rather meet people who are honest about their beliefs than two faced. 

What bands around today (home & abroad) do you like ? 

Well I’ve covered the Scottish one’s , so working out from there , Northern Ireland there’s Runnin’ Riot , Lobotomies , Hypocrites .. Southern 
Ireland there’s The Freebooters .. England there’s Overload from Cambridge and Scum from up North. It’s always the same people you bump 
into at gigs , the folk who travel make up the scene. Oversea’s I like European stuff like Perkele from Sweden , Loikaemie , the Gumbles , 8 Ball 
and The Oddz from germany , also French band Sans Foi Ni Loi who did one EP then split but they were good. I’m not into much American stuff 
but Kev would be able to tell you about that. Probabaly living with the cunt for a year and having him play the same Patriot song over and over 
again for about 1 5 repeats put me off a bit !! 

Do you play many gigs ? On a regular basis ? have you got a favourite gig so far ? 

We don’t really play loads of gigs like some bands do , as I said we don’t want to fall into the pub scene ‘cos we’d rather do occasional gig’s in 



Europe or outside the city. ‘Cos we work normal hours we can’t spend all our time touring either like some crusty Punk bands , but I guess we 
can afford nice clothes and hot soapy water so there’s a trade off there ! 

You've released a spirt on ‘Bootstomp Records' and an EP “Skinhead Life" , are they still available ? And what kinda feedback did you get on 
‘em ? 

Yeah I think you can still get the ‘Bootstomp Records’ “Skinhead Unity” CD from japan , I’m not sure how it was received over there but people 
here liked it. Our “Skinhead Life” EP was just CDR’s but it's a good release , I might see about finding a label to re-press it or we might just tag 
it on the end of the album , we will see. 



You’re hoping to release an album at the end of the year , can you tell us about that Nick ? And how do you think it compares to your earlier 
material ? 

I think the new stuff can be more technical and we're definatley better than we were 5 year's ago , but they are all good sing-a-long shouty 
numbers and that's what you want ! having said that there’s a lot of variation between the track’s now , some like “Vengeance” are very fast 
and then we’ve got some slow one’s almost like The Clash. You'll have to see when it come’s out anyway !! 

What’s the best album / single you’ve heard recently ? 

Perkele’s “Confront” blows everything else out of the water. Also Kunt And The Gang are funny , they are like an electro- Macc Lad’s for the 
new millenium , you can see them on My Space.com 

How’s the Muay Thai goin ? And who would you most like to send a roundhouse to the head to (quickly followed by a knee or elbow haha) ? 

If I could send a roundhouse to the head it would have to be a fairly short person as my flexibility is shocking , I was shadow boxing the other 
day and my shadow won on points haha , nah , I’m getting better and doing more fitness than ever at the moment. But I would most like to 
send that combination to my esteemed and respected instructor Billy Bonner ‘cos he's a cheeky sarcastic cunt ! Aye just ‘cos you're good at 
Muay Thai think you’re something special ? I don't invite him to band practice so I can laugh at him trying to play guitar do I ?.. I’m still waiting 
to see that video of Terry Anderson knocking his pie so I can sit at home and laugh ‘til the tears roll ! Aye , but the Muay Thai is good , Davie 
is in semi-retirement ‘cos he’s got a lot of work on but then again he’s had a broken toe and a broken nose from sparring so I think he’s in 
hiding ! In fairness it’s difficult not to hit his beak , I miss hit the pad and caught his nose the other day , and he was sat at home 1 0 miles 
away in Shettleston - sorry davie ya big nosed bastard !! Nah I’m sure he’ll be back , he double graded on his first attempt which is 
impressive. When you’re on a training / sparring buzz for a few weeks it’s the best feeling in the world , you don’t even want a drink. Then you 
have one and the whole training thing goes to fuck. But it’s a great sport f great fighters at the Scottish Muay Thai Council and Billy’s a top guy 
to train with , not least ‘cos he’s a Punk himself so even likes our music. Oh and he sell’s motor’s to his pals that break down on the motorway, 
aye cheers MATE ! 

If you were putting on a gig featuring 1 0 bands (past or present) who would you put on the bill ? 

Oooh that’s a good question .. well this is my opinion , the other’s would disagree . . . Cock Sparrer , Iroh Maiden circa the ‘Powerslave’ tour , 
Sepultura , The Macc Lads , Rancid , The Prodigy , The Selecter (with a young Pauline Black in the 70s..) , United Front circa that gig we did 
when me and Davie didn’t drink , The Sex Pistols reforming again for the cash ‘cos the last time in 1 996 was great , Take That with Robbie for 
my girlfriend and Kev who are both big fans .. oh and Blood For Blood. Even though that’s 1 1 I So there you go , something for everyone. 

So what’s planned for UF’s future ? 

Get the German split with The Gumbles out over there and follow it up with a few dates over there , a few in Ireland in October as well. After 
that the full length album should come out , and in April our mate Yuichi from Anger Flares/United We Stand/Bootstomp Records is coming 
over to the UK with Japanese Streetpunk band Drex.
